John Spivak 
tatled to elicit similar welcoming response from him 

john. Spivak alleged, supplying documentary 
evidence, that Coughlin had collected millions oft 
dollars from his great listeners’ audience without his 
Catholic superiors ever seeing his records or auditing 
his books: that he had engaged in financial juggler) 
and evasion of law; had played on the stock exchange 
at the very moment when he was denouncing such 
practices; that he was connected with Henry Ford 
in union-breaking activities; that he had acted as the 
mouthpiece of- Dr. Goebbels: that he had been linked 
with the Nazi Bund and the Christian Front (members 
of which were recently charged with an anti-Govern- 
ment plot): and that the editorial stafl of the paper 
SOCIAL JUSTICE, which supported him, had deliberately 
‘orged anti-Jewish articles. 


* Silver Charlie ” 

” Silver Charlie,” as Spivak nicknames him, is alleged 
to have founded an organisation to aid the poor, the 
proceeds of which were then. it was said, used for 
propaganda and political purposes. 

He is quoted as having told an interviewer: “Do 
you know how I would live if I renounced religion 
and was illogical enough to disbelieve in a life beyond 
—in the real life? Why, if I threw away and denounced 
my faith, | would surround myself with the most adroit 
hi-jackers, learn every trick of the highest banking and 
stock manipulation, avail myself of the laws under 
which to hide my own crimes, create a smokescreen to 
throw into the eyes of men, and—believe me—I would 
become the world’s champion crook.” 

Spivak had challenged Coughlin to sue him for libel 
(but without result) and had offered to turn over his 
evidence to the authorities, 


PRESS GANG IN WARSAW 
Houses Raided for Jewish Slaves 


A renewed wave of panic is reported among the 
Jewish population of Warsaw following Nazi raids on 
houses and the carrying off of able-bodied Jews who 
are sent away to unknown destinations for forced labour. 
Thousands of Jews are in hiding. Only the old venture 
Out into the streets: and even they are not free from 
molestation by Nazi soldiers, who seem to take special 
pleasure in forcing them to sing and dance.

Crowle was charged with communicating to Duvivier 
information which would be useful to the enemy, and 
Duvivier was charged with having such information in 
his possession.

actually in my possession—it will create a sensation and rip the 
freedom myth wide open. . Winston Churchill is very largely 
implicated in this affair. tt is his work. I believe that only his 
hands could have directed the scheme.

and find out if it will be possible to get an ofhcial down to 
ec me 

Police officers visited the homes of the two men with 
search warrants on January 8. At Duvivier’s home 
they found a sealed envelope addressed to “ A. Raven 
Thomson, Esq.. c/o Action, Century Buildings, 
Great Smith Street, $.W.”: [t contatned a letter written 
by Duvivier beginning, “ We have just got rid of Hore- 
Boloney. Now what about Winnie the Boo?” and 
saving that he could vouch for the authenticity of the 
letter which he enclosed. The letter enclosed was the 
one from Crowle containing information about H.M. 
ships. 

Duvivier, in his statement to the police, said that he 
did not consider the news relating to the ships would be 
of real importance. “ My idea in forwarding this corre- 
spondence was merely to assist in providing a story tor

* THE SITUATION IN PALESTINE 
CONTINUES TO IMPROVE” 


3,500 Immigrants in Three Months 


Mr. Grorrrey Manper (Lib... Wolverhampton, E.) asked 
the Colonial Secretary about the position in Palestine, the 
number of Jews who had landed there during the past three 
months, and the number refused admission. 

Me. MacDonatp in a written answer said: 
“ The situation in Palestine continues to improve. During 
the three months October to December, 1939, 3,042 Jews 
entered Palestine as authorised immigrants. These were 
immigrants whose entry was authorised under the April- 
September quota but who had been unable to reach Palestine 
during that period. In addition 459 Jews entered illegally 
by sea, and it is. possible that some others entered 
undetected. There was no question of refusing admission to 
immigrants.” 


EXPORT TRADE AND TARIFFS 


Move by Arab Chambers of C ommerce 


Masor-GenerRaL Sim ALPRED KNOX Wycombe) 
asked the Colonial Seeretary whether he had considered a 
memorandum from the Arab chambers of commerce of 
Palestine asking that the restrictions laid down by Article 18 
of the Mandate (providing for no discrimination. against 
goods of any State member of the League of Nations) 
might be so interpreted as to enable exporters from Palestine 
to obtain some measure of reciprocity in negotiations wiih 
other countries, and what steps he proposed to take 

Mr. MacDonald said the memorandum was presented to 
the Migh Commissioner on January 4. and he met the 
signatories On January 9. A copy would be forwarded to 
him (the Minister) as soon as possible with the High Com- 
missioner § comments, 


NATURALISATION OF PALESTINIANS 


Mr. MacDonald, replying to a question by Mr. Davin 
ADAMS (Lab. Consett) about applications for naturalisa- 
tion from the inhabitants of Palestine, said: “ Restdence in 
Palestine does not constitute residence in H.M. Dominions 
and such residence cannot, therefore. be counted as a quali- 
fication for naturalisation as a British subject.” 

[Employment in the High Commissioner's administration 
in Jerusalem, however, 1s considered as being “in the service 
of the Crown” for purposes of naturalisation.) 


PALESTINIANS IN) POLAND 
“ Suffering Considerable Hardship ” 


The Prime Minister, replying to Mr. FE. H. Keecina (Con., 
Iwickenham) about the condition of British subjects im 
Poland, said: “ His Majesty's Government have informa- 
thon relating to a total of seventy-four British subjects and 
268 Palestinians, about half of whom are in German-occu- 
pied territory and: the remainder in the area occupied by 
Soviet forces. All are beheved to be suffermng considerable 
hardship 

Etlorts have been made to supply those in the German- 
occunied area with parcels of food through the British Red 
Cross and Order of St. John, but the German Government 
have refused the Necessaly facilities. 

As regards persons in the Soviet occupied area, the 
International Red Cross are examining the possibility of 
affording rehef His Marzestvys Ambassador at Moscow 
has sent members of his staff to Lwow to organise and 
assist the withdrawal of British subjects and Palestinian 
citizens, and has made funds available for their relief.”

Author Still Detained in French 
Concentration Camp 


Mr. S. S. SILVERMAN (Lab... Nelson) asked the Prime 
Minister whether he was aware that the author of the play 
“ Professor Mamlock” (Fnedrich Wolff), on which was 
founded the film of that name now achieving success as a 
medium of anti-Nazi propaganda, was now, and had for 
many months been, detained in a French internment camp 
under conditions of great hardship and indignity; and 
whether, in the common interests of the two countries, he 
would make representations to the French Government on 
the subject” 

Mr. Nevitte CHAMBERLAIN: “1 do not accept the hon. 
Member's description of conditions in a French internment 
camp. In any case, the question of the internment in 
France of the author of * Professor Mamlock” is entirely 
a matter for the French Government.” 

Mr. Silverman: “Is the right hon. Gentleman aware that 
this gentleman ts known to many Members of this House, 
on all sides, for his personal integrity? Does he not realise 
that this affair raises, in the minds of enemies of this 
country, very great-———" 

Mr. Speaker: “ The Prime Minister has said that it has 
nothing to do with this Government.” 

Mr. Silverman: “On a point of Order. 1 realise that, 
but I asked, at the end of my question, whether the Prime 
Minister cannot make representations to the French Govern- 
ment in the common interests of the two countries.” 

Mr. Speaker: “ The answer covered all that.” 

Mr. Silverman: “In view of the extremely unsatisfactory 
and disappointing nature of the answer, I beg to give notice 
that I shall raise the matter on the motion for the adjourn- 
ment at an early date.”

THOUSANDS OF REFUGEES MAROONED ON 
THE FROZEN DANUBE 


No One Will Have Them 
DESPERATE APPEAL 


A despairing appeal for help has been sent to the 
American Joint Distribution Committee and other 
Jewish organisations by the Jewish refugees who are 
marooned in boats and barges on the Danube at Baja, 
Prahova, Giurgiu and Rusciuc, as well as in Hungarian 
and Jugoslav territorial waters. Their position has 
become critical owing to the fact that the Danube ts 
frozen over and it is almost impossible to approach 
their boats. 

Ihe refugees have been drifting on the Danube for 
over three months without being permitted to land 
anywhere. 2,000 are icebound near the Rumanian port 
of Sulina and over a hundred of them are ill. Many 
children have had their ears and hands frozen. 

Another party of 1,000 .Jewish refugees trom 
Germany are marooned on a small steamer on .the 
Danube in Jugoslavian waters, Food is provided by 
the Jugoslavian Federation of Jewish Communities and 
it has to be delivered on sledges over snow and ice. 

lt is understood that the Rumanian and Jugoslavian 
Governments, anxious not to create any precedents, are 
determined not to permit these refugees to land. They 
do not, however, interfere with the delivery of food and 
other relief. 


GERMANY STILL EXPELS JEWS 


Driven Over Belgian Frontier 
IMPRISONMENT THEIR FATE 


A report on the refugee situation in Belgtum, submitted 
by M. Victor de Lavaleye, a former Minister of Justice, 
to the Belgian Chamber of Deputies pomts out that the 
German authorities continue to force the Jews in Germany 
to emigrate and help them to cross the Belgian frontie: 
illewally 

Ihe Belgian military authorities, M. de Lavaleye states, 
while sympathising with the genuine Jewish refugees, are 
concerned over the fact that among them there may be 
many dangerous German spies and propagandists. There 
is the further fact that owing to the present economic 
situation the business activities of refugees must be more 
strictly supervised. 

for these reasons, M. Lavaleye points out, the Govern- 
ment was forced to issue a. decree in September, 1939,

UNITY MITFORD 
Influential Sympathy 


In the House of Lords Lorp DE&NMaAN called attention 
to a Paramount News film recently displayed, and moved 
“ That in the opimeon of this House caretul censorship of 
news films in war-time is necessary.”° He said that this 
particular reel dealt with the return of Miss Unity Mitford 
and with the resignation of Mr. Hore-Belisha, and he 
objected to “cheap jokes” in the running commentary at 
the expense of Lord Redesdale and his daughter. To “ pour 
ridicule on her was “unfair and ungenerous.” 

Ihe MAROQUESS OF DUFFERIN AND Ava (Under Secretary 
for the Colonies) went further and said that “as an example 
of sadistic brutality the Unity Mitford film would be hard 
to beat.” 

Pressed by. Mr. Herpert Morrison (Lab.. Hackney, S.) 
in the House of Commons, Mr. Chamberlain admitted that 
the Foreign Office had included Unity Mitford's name on 
a list of British subjects in Germany for whom the United 
States Embassy were requested to do whatever might be 
possible, and the sending of a telegraphic inquiry about her 
health through the agency of the United States Embassy. 

Mr. J. HENDERSON (Lab.. Ardwick) asked the Home Sec- 
retary whether he intended to make suitable provision to 
put Miss Mitford into a home or hospital under supervision 
until she was sufficiently recovered in health for detention 
under the provisions of Defence Regulation 18b, having 
regard to her recent hostile associations. 

Sir John Anderson replied: “It would not be right for 
me to state in advance whether or not it may become 
necessary to take any such action tn respect to any particular 
individual.” 


CZECHOSLOVAK REFUGEE BILL 


The Czechosiovakia (Financial Claims and Refugees) Act 
passed through all its stages in the House of Commons last 
week. It provides for the unexpended balance of the British 
loan to Czechoslovakia and of the balance of the £4,000,000 
gift for the settlement of refugees. 

Sums standing to the credit of two gift accounts, totalling 
£3,573,200, will be paid over by the Treasury to the Czecho- 
slovak Refugee Fund, after deduction of sums already 
advanced to the Czechoslovak Refugee Trust by the 
Treasury. The Refugee Fund will be under the control of 
the Treasury. 

Sir John Anderson said the number of refugees being 
maintained by the Trust was about 4,500, 


making illegal entry into Belgium punishable with imprison- 
ment. The effect of this decree, however, bas been to fill 
the prisons with men who have committed no other offence 
than to enter Belgium illegally because they had been 
forced to flee from their persecutors. 

It is only just to add, M. de Lavaleye concludes, that the 
Ministry of Justice and the Sdreté Publique are doing their 
best to improve this state of affairs. The imprisoned 
refugees are treated as political prisoners, and it is hoped 
shortly to transfer a great number of them to a new refugee 
camp at Houthulst, where 6,000 refugees could be accom- 
modated. 

By 140 votes against 15, the Chamber of Deputies last 
week adopted the Government's proposal for a grant-in-aid 
of 8.000.000 francs for refugees. This proposal has 
already been accepted by the Belgian Senate. 


* ALASKA WILL WELCOME 
REFUGEES ” 


Congressman’s Report 
AND THEY MUST COME IN AS EQUALS! 


There is less racial and religious prejudice in Alaska 
than in any section of the United States, and the citizens 
of the Far North will gladly welcome refugees to 
increase the population “so long as they have the same 
rights to become citizens as any other immigrants and 
are economically able to sustain’ themselves,’ Mr. 
Anthony J. Dimond, Alaska’s representative in Con- 
gress, Stated on his return from a flying tour of his 
immense territory. 

“ We want more people, but we don't want Alaska to 
become a dumping ground,” he said. “1 talked to 
hundreds of our citizens, who are worried about only 
one section of the proposed Bill to open up Alaska to 
refugees, and that ts the section which would prevent 
them from having all the rights and privileges of other 
American citizens.” 

Pointing out that most of the present residents of 
Alaska came there from other places—many from 
northern European countries--Mr. Dimond said there 
was no prejudice against aliens. “ We take a man for 
what he is and not for what his forefathers were or 
where they came from,” he said. 

Americans must not underestimate the difficulties of 
Alaska tor colonisation, Mr. Dimond continued, add- 
ing that immigrants must receive cormfiplete support for 
one year and partial support for two more years. “ But 
if we could make use of our tremendous timberland for 
pulp mills.” He said, “we could take care of many 
thousands immediately. The European war may cause 
a situation by which Alaskan pulp mills could compete 
with the mills of the Scandinavian countries in supply- 
ing pulp for this hemisphere.” 


MILAN’s ANTI-JEWISH JEWS 
Inhuman Selfishness 
[From a Correspondent) 


Every day one sees desperate immigrants who are unable 
to live or even pay their rent on their small relief of 25 lire 
(about 6s.) a week. The maximum that any of them get 
is 35 lire. 

[he new refugee committee in Milan is only a branch 
of the central committee in Genoa. This is curious, because 
in Genoa there are only about 500 refugees, whereas in 
Milan there are 1,500, about 1,300 of whom draw relief. 
Not a farthing is given by the Jewish Community of Milan, 
the whole of the relief coming from the Joint. 

[he other day | was invited to take part in a delegation 
to call on the new Vice-President, Dr. Polacco, and impress 
him with the fact that the refugees will be turned out of 
their lodgings if they cannot pay their rent. When we said 
it was quite impossible for them to live in Italy on 6s. a 
weck, we were told that there were Italians who managed 
to live on less. Our reply that an Italian is allowed to 
earn his living and has other benefits of citizenship, besides 
friends and relatives, met with no response and we could 
give no message of hope to the despairing wretches who 
were waiting outside. 


CIVILISED DENMARK 


Three hundred Jewish refugee children from Germany 
and Austria are at present in Denmark, 
The Danish farmers are reported to take a particularly 


keen interest in their well-being. In one rural community 


the local Council ordered flags to be flown on the day when 
a child was born to a Jewish refugee couple who are under- 
going agricultural training pending their departure for 
Palestine. Presents were given by the villagers to the 
mother and child. 


THe New York Times, in an article referring to the treat- 
ment of refugees by the British Aliens Tribunals, writes: 
* There has been no finer example of the survival of common 
sense and decency in war-time.” 

Four thousand pounds has been raised by the Athens Jewish 
Refugee Committee. There are 75 Jewish refugees from 
Central Europe in Athens. The Committee spends about £180 
a month on their maintenance. 
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LEAGUE’S LIAISON COMMITTEE 
Request for Meeting 


A request for the convening of the League of Nations 
Liaison Committee for Refugees has been made to Sir 
Herbert Emerson, the League High Commissioner. by Mr. 
H. A. Goodman, Political Secretary of the Agudah World 
Organisation, which is a member of the Commission. 

Mr. Goodman pointed out that the refugee position had 
deteriorsted since the outbreak of war and the League 
Liaison Committee, representing all important Jewish and 
non-Jewish organisations in the Allied and neutral coun- 
tries, should now be called upon to deal with this problem. 

Sir Herbert undertook sympathetically to consider the 
request. He pointed out, however, that the war had raised 
issues which were not envisaged when the Liaison Com- 
mittee was formed, 


U.S.A. IMMIGRATION 


The United States Congress has before it at this session 
over 100 bills dealing with immigration 

Mr. James L. Houghteling, Immigration Commissioner. 
reported to Congress a total immigration of 82.998, includ- 
ing 43,450 Jews, for the fiscal year ending last June 30 and 
a relatively slight increase in visitors and transients. which. 
he said, discounted “ sensational stories” of a “ flood of 
alien visitors.” 


CZECHS HELP EACH OTHER 
Self Aid Association's. Excellent Work 
[COMMUNICATED] 


The first annual meeting of the Self Aid Association of 
Jews from Bohemia, Moravia, and Slovakia in England was 
held at 28, Belsize Park Gardens, London, N.W.3, recently, 

Dr. Leo Herrmann (Acting Chairman), declared that the 
main task of the Association in war-time consisted in con- 
centrating Czechoslovakian Jews residing in England, so 
as lo Organise mutual help. Two problems of outstanding 
importance had to be solved: professional training of the 
youth and migration after the war : 

The Secretary pointed to the remarkable refugee work 
the Self Aid Association achieved up to the outbreak of 
war. With the aid of the British Committee for Refugees 
from Czechoslovakia the Association was instrumental in 
bringing over to England within four months about 40 
children and in providing jobs and permits for about 45 
trainees and more than 300 domestic workers. The funds 
for this work were raised solely amongst Jewish refugees 
from Czechoslovakia 

After the outbreak of war the Association decided on 
creating a cultural and social centre This centre, the 
Self Aid Home, has proved a. great success; opened on 
December 3, it has been visited up to now by more than 
2,500 people. Regular cultural meetings held at the club 
every Wednesday have had over S00 visitors within the first 
two months. 


REFUGEE YOUTH PLAYERS 
[(COMMUNICATED] 


The Refugee Youth Players, sponsored by the British 
Youth Peace Assembly, have given performances of thei 
national songs and dances to very many youth clubs in all 
parts of London and have been well received by the 
young people. In this way, they are developing friendship 
with the young people of this country and showing them 
something of the culture of other countries. 

On February 19 they are giving a concert at Sadlers 
Wells Theatre, aided by such artists as Professor Richard 
Glas, Kammersanger Ernst Possony and Miss Marie 
Hliounova, as well as English and Spanish artists. This 
concert has a twofold aim, to help the Spanish refugees and 
to develop the cultural work of the young refugees in this 
country. 

There is one thing that is hampering the further 
development of this work. That is lack of costumes and 
instruments, particularly the latter. Guitars and accordeons 
are badly needed.

ALL ABOUT SOUTH AND EAST AFRICA 


An Invaluable Year Book 


Tut Soutu AND East YEAR BOOK AND for 
1940 (published for the Union-Castle Mail Steamship Co.. 
Ltd., by Sampson. Low. Marston and Co., Ltd., price 2s. 6d.) 
is an exceedingly useful and comprehensive reference book. 

This, the forty-sixth annual edition, of well over 1,100 
pages of matter, *will be of particular use to the business 
man, the teacher. and the student. The war, unfortunately, 
curtails its use to the tourist, but as a slight compensation 
those interested in the refugee question will find brief details 
of immigration laws in various colonies (not only of the 
British Dominions and colonies) that will provide some 
guide before the question of settlement 10 Africa is pursued. 
En passant, the occasional, if abortive, schemes for settle- 
ment adumbrated in the past few years are noted. 

An excellent 64-page atlas, in colour, prepared by the 
well-known firm of John Bartholomew and Sons, adds much 
to the value of the book, as does the copious index, which 
is a gazetteer in itself. General information on industry 
(especially the gold industry), imports and exports, and other 
economic matters is given, and valuable statistics are in- 
cluded. Jewish statistics of population in vartous colonies 
are also briefly touched on.

FUND-RAISING IN USS.A. 


The United Jewish Appeal 
VALUE OF THE ZIONIST CONTRIBUTION 


From Mr. HENRY MONTOR 
(Executive Director, United Palestine Appeal) 


Sir,—I have always regarded, and continue to regard, 
THe JEWIsH CHRONICLE as the world’s foremost publica- 
tion of Jewish interest. 1, therefore. hesitated long betore 
sending any Communication that might be interpreted as a 
lack of appreciation of the consistent service which THe 
JewisH CHRONICLE has rendered to the cause of Palestine 
in all its phases. 

in yaur issue of December 8, a story appeared which pur- 
ported to be a description of the United Jewish Appeal, and 
the participation therein of the United Palestine Appeal. 

May I say, first, that the results obtained by the United 
Jewish Appeal in 1939, the largest in the history of similar 
fund-raising eflorts among American Jewry, were due to the 
combined ellorts of both the Joint Distribution Committee and 
the United Palestine Appeal, which are equal partners in the 
United Jewish Appeal for Refugees and Overseas Needs. 

I would not wish to draw any invidious distinctions between 
the services performed for the United Jewish Appeal by one 
or another of the men and women associated with either the 
Joint Distribution Committee or the United Palestine Appeal. 
it might be pointed out, however, that Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, 
National Chairman of the United Palestine Appeal, and one of 
the two National Chairmen of the United Jewish Appeal, visited 
more Communitics and opened more major campaigns than 
any other personality connected with the United Jewish Appeal. 

‘t should also be noted that the officers of the United Pales- 
tine Appeal, numbering among them such men as Dr. Stephen 
S. Wise, Mr. Louis Lipsky, Dr. Solomon Goldman, Dr. Israel 
Goldstein, and Judge Morris Rothenberg. constituted far more 
than fifty per cent. of the speakers whose efforts and stimula- 
tion helped to evoke the unprecedented response given by 
hundreds of Communities to the 1939 United Jewish Appeal. 
Ot the two Treasurers of the United Jewish Appeal, one is 
Mr. Arthur M. Lamport, Treasurer of the United Palestine 
Appeal, whose efforts in the national campaign and whose 
services as Co-Chairman in the Gredter New York United 
Jewish Appeal contributed substantially to the final outcome 
of the campaign 

in the second place, it should be noted that your corres- 
pondents reference to the Joint Distribution Committee as 
“ the parent body ” of the United Jewish Appeal is erroneous. 
The United Jewish Appeal is a corporation whose board of 
directors 1s equally divided between members representing the 
United Palestine Appeal and those representing the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee. It happens, moreover, that there are two 
Executive Vice-Chairmen of the United Jewish Appeal who are 
responsible for every phase of the technical administration of 
the United Jewish Appeal campaign. I, as Executive Director 
of the United Palestine Appeal, am one of the Associate Vice- 
Chairmen in that capacity, and can assure you that the forces 
interested in Palestine, as leaders of local campaigns, as sub- 
Stantial contributors, and as workers, made their appropriate 
contribution to the final outcome of what is known to be the 
most successful Overseas campaign m American-Jewish history. 

“he United Jewish Appeal received pledges during 1939 of 
approximately $17,100,000. Of that sum, $4,000,000 was allotted 
to the United Palestine Appeal. Your correspondent remarks 
that the “‘ campaign partnership with the * Joint” has been a 
boon for Zion's budgetary needs.” [t ought to be noted, for 
the sake of the record, that if the United Palestine Appeal 
received a larger sum in 1939 than in 1938, it was due, not 
especially to its participation im a unified campaign with the 
Joint Distribution Committee, but rather to the fact. that 
American Jewry generally contributed two and a half times 
what tt did to the same agencies in 1938 

t is true that the unification of efforts for overseas causes 
provided the foundation on which there could be built a more 
satisfactory and concerted appeal for greater generosity, but 


it 1s safe to say that the United Palestine Appeal, on the basis - 


of ratios established in Communities throughout the nation for 
many years, could have received at least a similar amount from 
American Jewry in 1939, if the same level of giving had been 
maintained in a separate as in a unified campaign. 

1 general, there scems to be a misconception as to the 
methods of fund-raising in the United States. No longer does 
the United Palestine Appeal or the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee as a unit appeal to individual Communities with tts 
respective needs and requirements. During the past five years 
there has developed an entirely new system of fund-raising 
which governs more than 200 of the major Communities in 
America. These Communities have one campaign, once a year, 
for all causes. 

At the close of the campaign, or sometimes at the beginning, 
there is a determination of the allocations to be established for 
local, domestic, and overseas requirements. Every individual 
in the Community who contributes to any cause embraced 
within a welfare fund makes his contribution to the welfare 
fund. In the event that an individual contributor in the Com- 
munity is dissatisfied with other causes and determines to send 
his particular contribution to just one agency in New York, or 
elsewhere, the sum of his contribution is deducted from the 
total allotment made to that’ particular cause by the local 
welfare fund 

The day has long passed when any one could say with justice 
that non-Zionists or Zionists contribute the funds raised in this 
country for overseas purposes. The distinctions have been 
broken down in the local Communitics, where the individual 
Jew knows that he is giving to all causes that have heen 
determined as important. 

That mass sentiment for Palestine is strong ts a truism recog- 
nised even by your American correspondent. It Is interesting 
to note, therefore, that the number of contributors in each 
Community has undergone sharp increases i the past few 
years. Thus. though there were only 4,000 contributors to 
the Cleveland Welfare Fund in 1935, there were 22.000 in 1939. 
The same ratio of increase could be found virtually in every 
Community in the country. The reliance, therefore, upon a 
few men is no longer the bulwark of campaigns conducted in 
the United States. 7 | 

The dispatch of your American correspondent in the issue of 
December 8&8 seems to have been written without knowledge of 
the dispatch appearing in your issue of December 1, in which 
the statement is made that “ American Jewry is on the whole 
Zionist-minded. or, at least. sympathetic towards the 
Zionist idea.”’

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Jewish Co-operation With the Arabs 


BUSINESS MEN JOIN FORCES 


Doctors Open Practices in 
Arab Districts 


A delegation consisting of nine Jews and nine Arabs, 
appointed by the citrus growers at the recent meeting at 
Petach Tikvah, has been received by the High Commis- 
sioner. Headed by Mr. Zvi Botkowsky, Chairman of 
the Jewish Farmers’ Federation, it asked Sir Harold 
MacMichael for Government assistance to the citrus 
growers. 


Its proposals included a request that the Government 
should guarantee a sum of £1,500,000 to the banks for 
loans to citrus growers. The High Commissioner asked 
the delegation to submit a detailed memorandum of their 
proposals, which he promised would be carefully 
considered, 

The Economic Adviser to the High Commissioner, 
Mr. G. Walsh, met representatives of the Arab and 
Jewish Chambers of Commerce at Haifa recently. 
Various commercial questions affecting the area were 
discussed, and Mr. Walsh was informed of a project of 
Arab and Jewish capitalists jointly to establish a play- 
ing-card factory. 

The Municipality of Jaffa has worked out a plan for 
building a mole to connect the port with the outskirts 
of Tel-Aviv. The work is to be financed from the loan 
which the Municipality has received from the Govern- 
ment. It is stated in the Hebrew Press that the inten- 
tion of the Jaffa Municipality is to build the mole in 
such a way as to make it possible in future to join the 
port of Jaffa with the port of Tel-Aviv. 

Several Jewish doctors have opened consulting-rooms 
in Jaffa, Ramleh, and Lydda. The majority of them are 
German Jews. This is particularly indicative of the 
great improvement of Arab-Jewish relations since the 
outbreak of war. 

Since the summer of 1936, when a Jewish doctor was 
assassinated by Arabs in Beisan, not a single Jewish 
doctor has till now dared to open a practice in an Arab 
town. 


NATIONAL LAND INCREASE 


Progress in Kfar Bilu 
REFUGEE LABOUR CAMPS 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


December 31, 1939, marked jhe 38th anniversary of the 
establishment of the Jewish Nattonal Fund, and found that 
body with 484,000 dunams (121,000 acres) in its possession, 
of which 462,000 were agricultural land. There were 60,000 
Jews living on J.N.F. soil, 43,000 of them in rural areas, 
and of the 252 Jewish settlements in the whole of Eretz 
Yisrael 142 were on national land. | 

Purchases during the past year have been mainly con- 
centrated in Upper Galilee. 

Progress is reported from Kfar Bilu, the Keren Hayesod 
settlement near Rehovoth. There are now forty-eight farms 
and 210 inhabitants in the village. The farmsteads include 
a small citrus-grove, dairy-stables, and poultry-coops. The 
settlers find outside employment in Rehovoth. The total 
plantations area amounts to 280 dunams; there are forty 
cows and 3,000 head of poultry. Last year’s produce 
amounted to 30,000 cases of oranges, 110,000 litres of milk, 
and 250,000 eggs. 

A fourth refugee labour group, consisting of thirty-five 
members of the former Maccabi Hatzair in Czechoslovakia, 
has been formed in the Haifa Bay region under the auspices 
of the Jewish Agency Executive, and has been granted a 
camp vacated by Meshek Meshutaf, which has settled on the 
land in Northern Huleh. The camp consists of four 
dwelling-huts and some forty to fifty dunams of land for 
farming purposes. The group hopes to extend its member- 
ship eventually to 120. 

The three other refugee labour groups, comprising men 
and women who arrived in Palestine without legal permits, 
have been functioning successfully in Haifa Bay since the 
first was established last summer. They subsist on earnings 
from outside work (numbers of them were employed at the 
sings refinery) and the income from vegetables sold on the 

market. 


FIVE YEARS OF HEBREW TELEGRAPHY 
A Triumph for One Man 
[From our C orrespondent—JERUSALEM] 


Five years ago the transmission of Hebrew by an adapta- 
tion of the Morse code was first introduced into Palestine 
between twenty-one Jewish centres. To-day thirty-two post- 
offices and thirteen postal agencies are equipped with 
facilities to accept and deliver Hebrew telegrams. Prior to 
1935, telegrams had to be sent in Latin characters and were 
not accepted in the Hebrew script. 

Behind that achievement lies an interesting story of the 
pertinacity of a Jewish resident in Haifa, and a former 


soldier in the Jewish Legion in Palestine of Great War days, 
Mr. Israel Amikam. As a former telegraphist, be was con- 
vinced that Hebrew could be sent in Morse, and k up a 
steady bombardment of the British and Palestine Gov 
ments and the League of Nations with memoranda, petitions, 
and plans. His petitions were considered for years by the 
Permanent Mandates Commission of the League of Nations, 
found their way to the Colonial Office, formed the subject 
of questions in the House. 

It was in 1924 that hé first began his campaign; and not 
until the latter part of 1933 was he informed that some 
progress was being made. Then, in 1934, the then Hi 
Commissioner, General Sir Arthur Wauchope, wrote Mr. 
Amikam to the effect that a service of Hebrew telegrams 
would be introduced from January 1, 1935.

RED SHIELD OF DAVID 
2,500 Complete First Aid Classes 


[From our Correspondent—JeERUSALEM] 


Over 2,500 women have now completed courses conducted 
by the Red Shield of David First Aid Society in Tel-Aviv, 
and a similar number registered for a second course which 
opened on January 8. A more advanced course lasting four 
months was completed by 114 men and women, and 140 
more will undergo their examination shortly. About 140 
young men, who volunteered as stretcher-bearers, have 
begun their course. Some 700 young men and women are 
on the waiting-list for various first aid courses. 

Similar studies have been completed in Jerusalem under 
the joint auspices of the Hadassah Medical Organisation 
and the Red Shield Society. “Refresher” courses were 


taken by former nurses, including veterans who arrived in | 


Palestine over twenty years ago with the American Zionist 
Medical Unit. 


MORE HEAVY SENTENCES ON JEWS 
Twenty Years for Policeman 


After a mass trial lasting seven days, ten Jewish Tem- 
porary Additional and Special Policemen from Migdal and 
Genossar were found guilty of unlawful firimg at Arabs. 
Corporal J. Abrahami Was sentenced to twenty years, Y. 
Rabinowitch, Mukhtar of Genossar, to fifteen years, three 
men to eight years and five men to five years. 

it was alleged by the prosecution that the accused, after 
entering and searching the village of Ghuweir Abu Shusha 
on October 24, to regain a rifle, had fired at Arabs, their 
motive being to revenge their comrade who had been 
seriously injured. 

The defence was that after the attack and theft of the 
rifle from one of their party of five, they were fired upon 
by an armed gang from two directions, and they had taken 
action to ward off she attackers until the arrival of 
assistance. 


TEL-AVIV CIVIL GUARD DISBANDED 
To be Merged in National Body ? 


That the officers of the Tel-Aviv Civil Guard (Mishmar 
Ezrachi) have resigned and the units dispersed was revealed 
in a question put by the Revisionist member of the Muni- 
cipal Council at a recent meeting. 

When asked why the Guard had been disbanded, the 
Mayor replied that the Municipality was short of funds. He 
added that the Jewish Agency proposed to form a Civil 
Guard for the whole of Palestine, and that they had sug- 
gested that the officers of the now defunct Mishmar Ezrachi 
shoula assume responsibility for the Tel-Aviv branch of 
the proposed body. 

The Jewish Agency had invited the co-operation of the 
Municipality in the organisation of the new body. 

The question was referred to the Municipal Emergency 
Committee. 


GOVERNMENT SCHEME OF 
AFFORESTATION 


A big scheme of afforestation of the country is now being 
completed by the Government, the first step of fts realisa- 
tion being the announcement of the District Officer in 
Nablus to the surrounding villagers that 20,000 saplings had 
been brought to Nablus and were ready for distribution. 


TRADE WITH RUMANIA 


Mr. Moshe Chelouche, President of the Rumanian- 
Palestinian Chamber of Commerce at Tel-Aviv, has gone 
to Bucharest to negotiate a new commercial treaty with the 
Rumanian Government. | 


Tue income of the Keren Kayemeth in the first quarter of 
the year 5700 amounted to £160,000, an increase of fifty-one per 
cent. as compared with the same period in 5699. 

Tue Palestine Symphony Orchestra has paid its first visit to 
Sarafand, where a special concert was given for H.M. Forces.

Maccabeans’ Gift 


The Order of Ancient Maccabeans decided recently 
to put a sum of £50 at the disposal of its Grand Com- 
mander, Professor S. Brodetsky, in honour of | his 
election to the Presidency of the Board of Deputies, 
inviting him to give this sum to any Palestinian cause 
which he felt particularly worthy. Professor Brodetsky 
has given the £50 to the Student Fund of the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem. 

Of the 900 students at the University to-day, nearly 
300 had been receiving maintenance from countries 
which are now under German domination. These 
students have, therefore, become destitute since the war. 
The Hebrew University, of which Professor Brodetsky 
is a Governor, has to find this year a sum of £6,000 to 
help the students affected. 

Some special donations have been received by the 
University for this Fund, including an anonymous gift 
of £360 from a friend of the University in England. 
The Jewish students of. British universities are also 
making efforts to help by continuing their work for the 
Students’ Hostel at Jerusalem, which is needed all the 
more urgently under the present difficult conditions.

The United Jewish Appeal 
VALUE OF THE ZIONIST CONTRIBUTION 


From Mr. HENRY MONTOR 
(Executive Director, United Palestine Appeal) 


Sin,—I have always regarded, and continue to regard, 
THe JEWISH CHRONICLE as the world’s foremost publica- 
tion of Jewish interest. I, therefore, hesitated long before 
sending any Communication that might be interpreted as a 
. lack of appreciation of the consistent service which THE 
JewisH CHRONICLE has rendered to the cause of Palestine 
in all its phases. 

in your issue of December 8, a story appeared which pur- 
ported to be a description of the United Jewish Appeal, and 
the participation therein of the United Palestine Appeal. 

May I say, first, that the results obtained by the United 
Jewish Appeal in 1939, the largest in the history of similar 
fund-raising efforts among American Jewry, were due to the 
combined efforts of both the Joint Distribution Committee and 
the United Palestine Appeal, which are equal partners in the 
United Jewish Appeal for Refugees and Overseas Needs. 

I would not wish to draw any invidious distinctions between 
the services performed for the United Jewish Appeal by one 
or another of the men and women associated with either the 
Joint Distribution Committee or the United Palestine Appeal. 
It might be pointed out, however, that Dr. Abba Hillel Silver, 
National Chairman of the United Palestine Appeal, and one of 
the two National Chairmen of the United Jewish Appeal, visited 
more Communities and opened more major campaigns than 
any other personality connected with the United Jewish Appeal. 

it should also be noted that the officers of the United Pales- 
tine Appeal, numbering among them such men as Dr. Stephen 
S. Wise, Mr. Louis Lipsky, Dr. Solomon Goldman, Dr. Israel 
Goldstein, and Judge Morris Rothenberg, constituted far more 
than fifty per cent. of the speakers whose efforts and stimula- 
tion helped to evoke the unprecedented response given b 
hundreds of Communities to the 1939 United Jewish Aodeal. 
Of the two Treasurers of the United Jewish Appeal, one is 
Mr. Arthur M. Lamport, Treasurer of the United Palestine 
Appeal, whose efforts in the national campaign and whose 
services as Co-Chairman in the Greater New York United 
Jewish Appeal contributed substantially to the final outcome 
of the campaign 

in the second place, it should be noted that your corres- 
pondent’s reference to the Joint Distribution Committee as 
“ the parent body ~ of the United Jewish Appeal is erroneous. 
The United Jewish Appeal is a corporation whose board of 
directors is equally divided between members representing the 
United Palestine Appeal and those representing the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee. It happens, moreover, that there are two 
Executive Vice-Chairmen of the United Jewish Appeal who are 
responsible for every phase of the technical administration of 
the United Jewish Appeal campaign. I, as Executive Director 
of the United Palestine Appeal, am one of the Associate Vice- 
Chairmen in that capacity, and can assure you that the forces 
interested in Palestine, as leaders of local campaigns, as sub- 
stantial contributors, and as workers, made their appropriate 
contribution to the final outcome of what is known to be the 
most successful overseas campaign in American-Jewish history. 

“he United Jewish Appeal received pledges during 1939 of 
approximately $17,100,000. Of that sum, $4,000,000 was allotted 
to the United Palestine Appeal. Your correspondent remarks 
that the “ campaign partnership with the ‘ Joint’ has been a 
boon for Zion's budgetary needs.” It ought to be noted, for 
the sake of the record, that if the United Palestine Appeal 
received a larger sum in 1939 than in 1938, it was due, not 
especially to its participation in a unified campaign with the 
Joint Distribution Committee, but rather to the fact that 
American Jewry generally contributed two and a half times 
what it did to the same agencies in 1938. 

‘t is true that the unification of efforts for overseas causes 
provided the foundation on which there could be built a more 
satisfactory and concerted appeal for greater generosity, but 
it is safe to say that the United Palestine Appeal, on the basis 
of ratios established in Communities throughout the nation for 
many years, could have received at least a similar amount from 
American Jewry in 1939, if the same level of giving had been 
maintained in a separate as in a unified campaign. 

1 general, there seems to be a misconception as to the 
methods of fund-raising in the United States. No longer does 
the United Palestine Appeal or the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee as a unit appeal to individual Communities with its 
respective needs and requirements. During the past five years 
there has developed an entirely new system of fund-raising 
which governs more than 200 of the major Communities wn 
America. These Communities have one campaign, once a year, 
for all causes. toe 

At the close of the campaign, or sometimes at the beginning, 
there is a determination of the allocations to be established for 
local, domestic, and overseas requirements. Every individual 
in the Community who contributes to any cause embraced 
within a welfare fund makes his contribution to the welfare 
fund. In the event that an individual contributor in the Com- 
munity is dissatisfied with other causes and determines to send 
his particular contribution to just one agency in New York, or 
elsewhere, the sum of his contribution is deducted from the 
total allotment made to that particular cause by the local 

The day has long passed when any one could say with justice 
that non-Zionists or Zionists contribute the funds raised in_ this 
country for overseas purposes. The distinctions have been 
broken down in the Jocal Communities, where the individual 
Jew knows that he is giving to all causes that have been 
determined as important. ; 

That mass sentiment for Palestine is strong is 4 truism recog- 
nised even by your American correspondent. It ts interestin 
to note, therefore, that the number of contributors in eac 
Community has undergone sharp increases in the past few 
years. Thus, though there were only 4,000 contributors to 
the Cleveland Welfare Fund in 1935, there were 22.000 in 1939. 
The same ratio of increase could be found virtually in every 
Community in the country. The reliance, therefore, upon a 
few men is no longer the bulwark of campaigns conducted in 
the United States.

FREEZING TO DEATH 


Polish Jews’ New Horror 
STARVATION IN ARCTIC WEATHER 


A terrible new scourge is now added to the many 
afflictions suffered by Polish Jews under Nazi rule—it 
is the severe weather raging all over Europe. 

The whole of Poland is in the grip of a severe 
frost ranging from 40 to 50 degrees. Yet the 
rigours imposed by the Nazi army of occupation have 
not been relaxed in the least: forced labour, wholesale 
deportations of communities, and the starvation of the 
people continue uninterruptedly. But the people, 
weakened by lack of food and warm clothing, their 
nerves and health undermined by months of war and 
Nazi terror, are no longer able to go on, and they are 
dying in hundreds. 

In the city of Odeezno, near Lublin, twenty-six Jewish 
men and three women, out of a labour battalion of 
390, were found frozen to death. This is but one of 
many examples throughout the occupied territory. The 
chief sufferers are the children, who, without nourish- 
ment or warmth, are dying off like flies. 

According to one account, no fewer than 5,000 Jews 
died in Warsaw alone during the second week of 
January. The local Community ts practically converted 
into a burial society, for burying the dead seems to 
have become almost its sole function. Sixty per cent. 
of all the deaths are of children under the age of six. 
Statistics show that the rate of mortality of Warsaw 
Jewish children has increased eight times since the 
outbreak of war. 


Roads Strewn With Bodies 


From all parts of Poland Jews daily pour into the 
capital either on foot or in peasants’ carts. These are 
the “ happy “ ones, for they have reached a temporary 
haven. Hundreds of others die on the roads, which 
are strewn with frozen bodies, particularly of children. 

One ghastly report comes from the town of Ripin, in 
the Lublin district, where the entire Jewish Community, 
men, women, and children, were ordered to leave their 
homes, although there were SO degrees of frost. Before 
the Jews left, the local Nazi leader ordered the men to 
bathe in the frozen river near by, on the pretext that 
the Jews were dirty and were likely to spread typhoid 
wherever they went. The result was that thirty con- 
tracted pneumonia and six died the same day. The rest 
were then ordered to leave the town; but only a small 
remnant reached Warsaw. 

Ihe natural hardships of the severe winter weather 
are still further aggravated by the fact that the Nazis 
are clearmg the country of most of tts timber and 
other tuel, which ts being sent to the Reich. Wood ts 
SO scarce and sought alter that peasants bringing 
supplies to the towns Insist on being paid either in 
foreign currency or in kind. 

One compensation only has been offered by the cold 
spell: it has reduced considerably the typhoid epidemic 
which has been raging since the beginning of the war. 


Addressing the House of Representatives in Washing- 
ton last week, Congressman Samuel Diekstein read out 
eleven. dispatches dealing with anti-Jewish atrocities 


committed by the Nazis in Poland. He announced that 
he would introduce a resolution calling on President 
Roosevelt to ask the German Government to have 


mercy on the population of Poland. 


REFUGEES DIE IN LITHUANIA 
38° Below Freezing Point 


Many Polish refugees are dying from cold in 
Lithuania, according to messages received by the Save 
the Children Fund of London. With the temperature at 
38 degrees below freezing point, the situation is 
described as “very grave.’ The number of child 
patients is on the increase, the hospitals are over- 
crowded and there is great need for further supplies of 
warm clothing. 

A special commission, headed by the British Minister, 
in Kaunas, has begun the distribution of Anglo-Polish 
Refugee Fund relief among the refugees. Jewish 
refugees are to receive SO per cent. of the money dis- 
tributed. Mr. A. M. Kaizer, Secretary of the Federa- 
tion of Jewish Relief Organisations in Great Britain, is 
supervising relief to Jews.

ing tickets for foreign countries to refugees between 
the ages of 18 and 50. Refugees of this category, who 
are considered to be of military age, also find it diffi- 
cult to secure transit visas even if they are among those 
fortunate few who possess Palestine immigration certifi- 
cates. 

Swedish Airways Limited have announced that no 
Polish nationals of military age will be taken as 
passengers on the Riga-Stockholm line. Since Baltic 
steamers no longer take Polish passengers, Polish 
citizens in the Baltic countries are now unable to leave 
for Western Europe. 


POLISH J.D.C. DIRECTOR IN 
CONCENTRATION CAMP 


The American Jewish Joint Distribution Committee 
in Paris has received a message from Mr. Isaac Giter- 
man, former J.D.C. Director in Poland, asking the 
organisation to take care of his family while he remains 
in a Nazi concentration camp somewhere in Germany. 

Mr. Giterman was taken off an Estonian steamer by 
a Nazi warship while on his way from Vilna to 
Amsterdam. — This is the first message received from 
Mr. Giterman since he was sent to a concentration 
camp. The message does not indicate his whereabouts. 
His wife and son are still in Nazi Poland, and his 
sixteen-year-old daughter is in Vilna.

YUGOSLAVIA 


Nazis’ Jew-Baiting Allies 


Dr. Anton Koroshetz, the anti-Semitic ex-Minister of 
the Interior, who now occupies the post of President 
of the Yugoslav Senate, has attempted to stir up race- 
hatred by advocating in his organ, the SLOVENEC, a 
campaign against alleged Jewish influence and aliens. 
His efforts are seconded by a number of Nazi agents. 
But the public and the Press in general have failed to 
respond, and the police are adopting energetic counter- 
measures against incitement. 

The Press in Croatia recently embarked on a thinly 
veiled anti-Semitic campaign, during which the organ of 
the Peasants’ Party, Seitsackt Dom, demanded that 
Croats should oust non-Croats from the liberal 
professions. 

Die Donavu, the organ of the German Catholics in 
Yugoslavia, denounces the spreading of Nazi racial ideas 
among the German population. 


BUKOVINA JEWS FEAR NAZI 
INVASION 


Many Leave for the Interior 


Persistent rumours of preparations by Nazi Germany 
to occupy the Bukovina province of Rumania have 
created panic among the Jews there, especially in 
Czernowitz. Above all, the Jews are alarmed by the 
growing arrogance of the local Germans, who seem to 
be assuming the rdle played by the Sudeten Germans 
under Conrad Henlein. 

The Germans boast that Hitler's army will soon enter 
Bukovina, and that the Jews will meet with the fate 


which has befallen their coreligionists in Czecho- 


slovakia, Danzig, and Poland. Many Jews have left 
for the interior provinces. 

A similar movement of Jews into the interior has also 
been in evidence in Bessarabia, where there have been 
fears of a Soviet invasion. 


GODLESS”’ CAMPAIGN IN 
SOVIET POLAND 


Chedarim Closed 


The publications of the Russian “ Godless * Organisa- 
tion give details of the vast campaign begun in 
the Russian zone of Poland, and especially in Eastern 
Galicia, against the religious Jews. The campaign is 
mainly directed against the Chassidim, who are de- 
scribed as “ reactionaries and fanatics who propagate an 
inhuman religion among the masses.” “ Godless” 
emissaries report that they were obliged to close down 
all the Chedarim, Yeshivot, and Chassidic groups in 
the district of Stanislawow and in other places. 

In Czortkow, they declare, thousands of young and 
old Chassidim stoned “ Godless” organisers, severely 
injuring one of them. Finally, units of the Red Militia 
were called and the Chassidim were put to flight. 

In Brest-Litovsk, anti-Semites abducted two Jewish 
Red Army officers and assassinated them. The bodies 
of the two officers were found outside the city, The 
Russian authorities are conducting a vigorous inquiry 
into the crime, and many persons have been arrested. 
In Lwow (Lemberg), too, there have been several cases 
of assaults on Soviet Jewish officials. Ukrainian anti- 
Semites are believed to be responsible. 


WERNER KRAUSS’S NAZI CAREER 


Berlin Jews Forced to See 
Anti-Semitic Film 


A Nazi film version of “Jew Siiss,” starring the 
German actor Werner Krauss, who was married to a 
Jewess before Hitler came to power, is announced 
in the German Press as being on the point of comple- 
tion. The film was produced under the personal super- 
vision of Dr. Goebbels. Krauss plays the part of Rabbi 
Loew. The actor playing Jew Siiss is to be rewarded 
by Dr. Goebbels “in special recognition for agreeing 
to play such a loathsome part.” 

Krauss is also starred in the anti-Semitic film 
“ Robert Koch”; and though German Jews are for- 
bidden to see all Nazi films, the Nazi authorities have 


ordered the Jewish Culture League to show it, and the — 


JUEDISCHE NACHRICHTENBLATT, the only Jewish publica- 
tion in Germany, to advertise it. 

It may be recalled that Krauss owes. his career as an 
actor to the Jewish producer Max Reinhardt and to 


the support of many other Jewish friends in pre-Nazi 
Germany. 


The Nazis have confiscated all the bank deposits of Jews 
in Eastern Prussia (which includes the annexed territories 
of the Polish Corridor, Posen, and Pomerania), says the 
DANZIGER VORPOSTEN. 

A Jewess. Wilma Sarah Saar. was sentenced in Breslau 
to one year’s imprisonment for obtaining food in excess 
of the rations allowed to Jews. 


JAPAN’S AVOWED FRIENDSHIP 


Promises at Far Eastern Jewish 
Congress 


High officers of the Japanese Army were present 
recently at the Third Congress in Harbin, Manchukuo, 
of Jewish Communities in the Far’ East. Delegates 
attended from: Manchukuo, Northern China, Shanghai, 
and Japan. 

Colonel Jassuje, head of the Japanese military mission 
in Dairen, who addressed the Congress personally, 
expressed his understanding of the present needs of the 
Jewish people, and promised that the Japanese 
authorities would give their support to the efforts of the 
Jews to build up a new life for themselves in the Far 
East. 

“ Your people, whose history ts so full of suffering, 
has a right to demand equal treatment with other 
peoples and nations,” General Hasinoto, member of the 
General Staff of the Japanese Hwantung Army and 
Privy Councillor of the Manchukuo Government, 
declared in a message of grecting. 

The friendliness shown by the Japanese leaders is, 
indeed, in welcome contrast to the numerous anti-Jewish 
actions for which, in the past, Manchukuo has, under 
Japanese rule, been notorious. 

in his Presidential address, Dr. Kaufmann, President 
of the National Council of Jewish Communities in the 
Far East, after thanking the local authorities for their 
enlightened attitude towards the Jews, spoke of the 
great importance which the refugee problem had 
assumed in the Far East owing to the continuation of 
the persecution of the Jews in Central and Eastern 
Europe. 


BELGIUM—tThe authorities have raided the offices of 
VoL_K UND Sraar, the organ of the Flemish Nationalist 
Party, and suspended its publication. This paper has often 
printed anti-Semitic articles. It is of interest to note that 
the anti-Jewish Press in Belgium ts also anti-British, which 
» Jicates the possible source of their inspiration. One 
violently anti-Jewish journal which more than once accused 
Jews of ritual murder has shown a marked anti-British 
attitude. 


BULGARIA-—Members of the anti-Semitic “ Ratnitzi” 
Organisation recently desecrated the tomb of Dr. Dijersassi, 
a Jewish dentist and reserve officer of the Bulgarian Army, 
who had been decorated several times and who had been 
given a military funeral. The police are carrying out an 
investigation.

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POLISH GOVERNMENT’S BROKEN 
PLEDGE 


Official Organ Still Jew-Baiting 
AN INGRATE’S INSULTS 


[From a C orrespondent} 


In spite of Jewish protests and Government promises, 
GLos POLSKI, the organ of the new Polish Government 
in France, continues to show anti-Jewish tendencies. 
Recent articles in which a Polish sharpshooter describes 
his escape from the Nazis are full of unpleasant remarks 
about the Jews. The writer cannot speak about them 
otherwise than as “screaming and bawling Jews” or 
“ bearded Israelites.” The tone of the article is reminis- 
cent of that used by the Endek Press in Poland in pre- 
war days. 

What makes it more peculiar is that the writer was 
himself fed and helped by the very people he ridicules. 
This is what he writes: “ When I arrived in thé market- 
place at Lancut I was surrounded by ‘screaming 
Jewesses*. . . and from them I received hot tea and 
bread "from the derogatory tone of the article one 
would have supposed that he had received from 
the Jews, at the very least, kicks or insults. But it is 
the writer who doles out the insults. Later he says: 
“ The bearded Jews raised a joyful ‘Gewalt’ when they 
say a Messerschmidt drop to the giound.” One would 
have thought that the sharpshooter, too, would have 
joined with the Jews in that merry “ Gewalt” when an 
enemy ‘plane came crashing down. But he evidently 
refuses to do anything at all in common with Jews. 
He goes on to describe how a young Jewess, when she 
saw Polish soldiers in retreat, * quickly opened her shop 
and weeping forced into their hands food, sweets, and 
chocolate.” This is what these “ bawling Jews” did for 
the Polish soldiers, and yet not a word of gratitude 
or praise—tmerely a stream of hatred and contempt. 

Gtos POoLsKI, incidentally, also publishes a novel 
about the Polish war, in which the Jews are almost 
invariably depicted in dark colours. 

All this in the face of Jewish protests and the promise 
made (as reported in THe Jewish CHRONICLE recently) 
by M. Stronski, the Vice-Premier, that the anti-Jewish 
attacks would cease. 


Editor’s Past Record 


On reading GLos Poiski, the impression received is 
that the paper is only too happy to publish something 
against the Jews. There is not one warm word for 
the Jews, who, after all, have suffered in Poland and 
are suffering no less than other Polish people. The 
paper occasionally refers to the Nazi treatment of the 
Jews, but never has it a word of sympathy. 

The editor of the paper is a Pole named Strzetelski, 
who was formerly editor of the anti-Semitic WIECZOR 
WarSZAWSK!I. Before that, he was associated with the 
militant anti-Jewish daily A.B.C., the organ of the 
National Radicals, notorious for their attacks on Jews. 


ORGANISING POLISH RELIEF 
Red Cross Supplies for Jews 


Practical steps to deliver relief to the Jewish and Polish 
populations in Warsaw have been taken by the Belgian Red 
Cross, and a transport of foodstuffs, medicaments, and 
underwear has already left. It is to be distributed by the 
members of the Belgian Legation in Berlin in co-operation 
with representatives of the Jewish Community and of the 
Polish population. 

Provision has been made by the Belgian Red Cross to 
ensure that at least one-third of the relief should reach the 
Jewish population, who have so far been deprived of 
foreign relief. 

The Joint Distribution Committee is contributing towards 
the cost of the transport. A guarantee of non-interference 
has been given by the Nazi authorities. . 

It is also announced that the Belgian Red Cross will begin 
delivering money sent by relatives and friends of Polish 
Jews abroad to the Nazi-occupied zone. The money will be 
sent to the Belgian Legation in Berlin and will be delivered 
by members of the Legation to the addressee. 

According to a German wireless message, Dr. Frank has 
received representatives of the American Society of Friends 
and thanked them for their good intentions about providing 
relief for the population of Nazi-occupied Poland He 
promised the Cankens delegation full facilities for their 
work. However, it is declared by Mr. C. E. Pickett, head 
of the U.S. Quaker Relief Organisation, that the admission

PITFALLS OF NATIONALISM 


False and True Religion 


Is service to God and the brotherhood of mankind 
compatible with service, unquestioning and complete, 
to the national State in which the individual happens to 
live? That is a fundamental problem which has con- 
siderably occupied men’s minds since the rise of the 
modern nation-State. An attempt to answer it was 
made by the Rev. W. W. Simpson, Secretary of the 
Council for Christian Refugees, last week. He was 
speaking at the Anglo-Palestinian Club on “Nationalism: 
Man's Other Religion.” 

Following a sociological and historical examination of 
nationalism, Mr. Simpson said that in Germany nationalism 
had come to be the religion of the people. No one could 
look at Germany, he said, without being profoundly 
impressed by the fact that in that new nationalism there was 
something of the mysterious, something which transcended 
mere politics or economics. He did not believe that mere 
force of arms could destroy what not only Adolf Hitler 
but also the experience of the last century and a half had 
created in Germany. The spirit which found expression 
there could only be adequately dealt with by understanding 
it, and by demonstrating its inherent weaknesses from 
within, The people of Germany were trying to satisfy their 
deepest desires with something that could not really do so. 


They, too, were victims of the same tendency to allow 
their nationalism to become their religion. “It is easy to 
talk about Hitler's idea of world domination,” Mr. Simpson 
said, “ but in the minds of many people in this country 
nationalism is coming to have more and more the same 
kind of religious connotation that it has in Germany.” He 
regarded that as a matter of vital concern for both Jew 
and Christian, for they had now to think of themselves as 
members of communities which must, if they were to have 
any existence at all, transcend the limits and frontiers of 
national States. 


POLISH JEWS IN BRITAIN 


An association aiming at uniting all Polish Jewish citizens 
in Great Britain is to be formed in London shortly. The 
organisation is to include primarily those Jews who came 
to England during the war or previously and who hope 
to return after Hitler has been expelled. Other Jews of 
Polish origin whose links with their mother country still 
remain are also invited to join. The purpose of the 
organisation is to co-operate for a free Poland, and for a 
free Jewry within it. The immediate aims are to organise 
assistance for Polish Jews and to unite all bodies already 
working for similar aims. Among the sponsors are a num- 
ber of Jews who played a prominent part in the social, 
cultural, and political life of Poland and who are now in 
England. The association is to have offices in London and 
branches in the Provinces and various parts of the Empire. 
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THE COMING CALL TO 
BRITISH JEWS 


AS previously stated in these columns, a fresh appeal 
is very shortly to be made on behalf of the German 
refugees now in this country. It would be idle to 
deny that this announcement was calculated to pro- 
voke a cry of impatience, perhaps even a momentary 
impulse of revolt. Since 1933 we have had alto- 
gether six appeals which have yielded a total of two 
and a quarter million pounds. — The harried giver, 
already bending under heavy national burdens, may 
permissibly exclaim: “How much more? Will 
these endless cries for help stretch out to the crack 
of doom?” Or again the warning may be raised that 
this pouring out of resources on refugees threatens not 
only ruin to the communal economy but also unpopu- 
larity, in the long run, for the refugees themselves. 

All these objections, whether hinted at or spoken 
outright, must be fairly faced, and it must be frankly 
admitted that they are natural and only to be expected 
from the ordinary man. But what validity have they? 
Is it quite true that refugee expenditure menaces the 
communal organisation with destruction? Would 
not a truer interpretation be that it must slow down 
and curtail Jewish public effort, unless we are ready to 
accept, in addition to the unprecedented sacmniices 
which the leaders of the nation are constantly 
invoking, an extra burden for the sake of vital 
communal work? That ts not unreasonable. If 
the nation has only too sad and urgent cause for 
such sacrifices, the Jews are, surely, doubly so 
afflicted. 

What we Jews have to grasp. what we have 
to realise with all its implications, is that we 
are living in totally abnormal times, with everything 
on the gigantic scale. Armies and other services are 
of gigantic proportions. The issues are gigantic. The 
sufferings are colossal. And even the villainies, and 
the dangers of more to come, are of unprecedented 
calibre. Shall not our citizen and Jewish response, 
too, be of the gigantic, the heroic order? Gan it, and 
dare it, be otherwise? | 


Established 1841 


All those ideas for giving which sufficed for quieter 
and happier days are, in fact, quite out of date at this 
juncture. They are like a tiny jet turned on a mighty 
conflagration—and a great part of the world is on fire 
to-day. Miulhons are hazarding their lives to ex- 
tinguish or check it. The rest are called upon to offer 
their substance, so that the fighting men may succeed. 
If they refuse, the flames will spread and scorch their 
own homes and bodies. What sane person would 
stand counting his shillings and pence while destruc- 
tion crept swiftly towards him? Let it, then, become 
firmly fixed in the communal mind that in these extra- 
ordinary times the sacrifices, too, will have to be 
extraordinary—that they must be made though they 
hurt, and hurt acutely. 

This distracting question of the German refugees in 
our midst can be viewed either from selfish and pru- 
dential or from purely Jewish and humanitarian 
angles—or perhaps from both. Those who may hesi- 
tate to respond to the appeal should consider what 
would happen if the pledges given to the British 
authorities were broken — indispensable promises in 
respect of many of these refugees that they will not 


become a public charge and that they will re-cmigrate. 
Let them ponder what would happen if the refugee 
work were scrapped and the refugees were cast on 
non-Jewish benevolence. Our Community has gained 
no little credit and prestige from its past generosity. 
Its sudden stoppage would not be a healthy thing for 
the communal good name. 

Let the hesitant giver consider yet another point. 
Many of these refugees have found their lives shat- 
tered, and themselves in need, for the first and only 
time, of the assistance of others. Such a plight would 
suffice to rot the morale of the finest of men. It is only 
the knowledge of the practical sympathy behind them 
that has—with negligible exceptions to which some 
organs of the Press have discreditably attached exag- 
gerated importance—kept the deterioration of the 
refugees in check and their courage intact. But with- 
draw that sympathy, and compel in them the feeling 
that every man’s hand is against them— could we 
then expect the lapses from high standards of conduct 
to remain so few? And is it to be supposed, in the 
light of constant experience, that the most strenuous 
attempts would not then be made to envelop British 
and German Jew in one common opprobrium? 
Putting the matter on the lowest selfish grounds we 
cannot abandon the refugees and invite our own 
serious hurt as a consequence. 

The appeal, of course, will rest on a very different 
consideration, on Jewish generosity, on the higher 
ground of Jewish feeling. With such a teeling aflame 
in us we are compelled to be up and doing, without 
rest, in the saving of the bodies and souls of our 
brothers in faith—the common legatees with our- 
selves of a heritage of hate and cruelty. . We must 
needs spurn the pleas of Cain and recognise with 
acclaim that we are indeed = our brothers’ 
keepers. And we must resolve that we shall not fall 
behind our fathers in the spirit of sympathy and be 
untrue to a glorious tradition, nay even to the 
elementary dictates of our creed. Above all, we 
should never forget that but for the chances 
of fate or the wisdom of our sires many of us too 
might to-day be crouching under the Nazi lash. 
“ There, but for the grace of God, go I! ” each one of 
us should exclaim as he watches in imagination the 
procession of refugees in flight from the Nazi hell! 
Will the cries for help stretch out to the crack of 
doom? They will stretch out until Hitlerism cracks 
and the pitiable refugee procession is no more. That 
day will come, and perhaps sooner than our fears 
suggest. 


POLISH BOURBONS 

THe keenest sympathy has been repeatedly expressed 
in these columns with the Polish people in their present 
plight, as well as the warmest hopes for their deliverance. 
Those sentiments only echoed the feelings of Jews the 
world over. But one is bound to say that the same 
friendliness is not always in evidence on the Polish side. 
Anti-Jewish articles such as those which have recently 
appeared in the official organ of the new Polish Govern- 
ment in France at a moment when Jews and Poles alike 
are writhing under the Nazi heel and Jews have joined 
the Polish army of liberation in large numbers seem 
to suggest that Polish anti-Semitism is not only ineradic- 
able but is not actively resisted by those in authority 
in the temporarily homeless State. 


Only recently, it was officially promised that the anti- 
Jewish attacks would cease. How can that promise be 
squared with the continuance of an inveterate anti- 
Semite in the editorial chair of the Government news- 
paper? It is no mere desire to be cantankerous or cen- 
sorious that evokes this protest. The very anxiety to 
see Poland rehabilitated—in itself a formidable purpose 
—must evoke a cry of disappointment and indignation 
at conduct which can only rob the Poles of democratic 
sympathies and suggest that among the present Polish 
Government are men who can neither learn nor forget. 
Have not the Polish Jews suffered enough without 
enduring the sharp and bitter sting from fellow-sufferers, 
comrades in misfortune, turning their pens against 
them? . We still hope that the new Poland will, as 
regards the evil that is anti-Semitism, wash its hands 
of the old, and do its honest duty by the Jews—as indeed 
by itself.

JUDAISM AND WAR 


Tue application of a Jew in Glasgow for exemption 
from military service, on the ground that any Jew who 
fights is not a strict Jew and has turned away from his 
faith, has evoked a conclusive reply from the Rev. Dr. 
I. K. Cosgrove, the local Jewish minister. He points 
out that Jewish law classifies war under two headings: 
optional war undertaken for territorial aggrandisement, 
and compulsory or defensive war. In the first, a State 
is not regarded as having power to conscript all citizens. 
In the second “the law is that all go forth, even the 
bridegroom from his chamber and the bride from her 
canopy.” Readers may remember that this dictum was 
quoted by “ Watchman ™ in his article on the subject at 
the time when the German trouble was boiling up, and 
it is, beyond a shadow of doubt, conclusive on the sub- 
ject of Jewish teaching. That the present war is “ com- 
pulsory or defensive” who can for one moment doubt 
with the German armies only half-sated by aggression 
and everyone wondering where the next onset will come? 
Defensive wars, Dr. Cosgrove added, are fought not only 
to establish internal-security or resist foreign invaders, 
but also “to fight Amalek, the archetype of evil.” Is 
not Amalek alive again to-day, in a German uniform? 


“THOU SHALT NOT KILL” 


As for the Commandment which the Jewish con- 
scientious objector invoked—" thou shalt not kill 
its original Hebrew it was “ thou shalt not murder,” and 
the interpretation given by Jewish law was that the 
intentional killing of any human being is forbidden, with 
two exceptions. The first, says Dr. Cosgrove, is capital 
punishment legally inflicted. The other is in defence of 
national and human rights. It was on the strength of 
this second exception that Judas Maccabeus fought his 
heroic campaign. His victory has remained, through 
generations, a Jewish religious festival. 


WILL RUSSIA GO ANTI-JEWISH ? 

Ir anyone had suggested, ten years ago, that Soviet 
Russia would one day turn anti-Semitic, he would have 
been regarded as a crazy pessimist. As a matter of 
fact, no one at the time did suggest it. But ten years 
s a long period as things go in Continental systems. 
In the last decade, such little influence as persons of 
Jewish origin may ever have exercised in the higher 
reaches of Soviet authority has been practically obliter- 
ated, and the same process has followed in the lower 
ranks. All the latest developments and gyrations of 
Russian policy are thus purely “ Aryan.” We have seen 
the furiously anti-Imperialist Bolshevists go frantically 
“ Imperialist ’""—like their new friends in Berlin—with 
the lamentable climax in Finland. We have seen the 
Bolshevist “ scum of the earth * (to use the former Nazi 
description) solemnly shaking hands with the Nazi 
“ Assassins” (to use the former Soviet description), and 
Nazi scribblers trying laboriously to explain that the 
Communist and Nazi creeds are only the same thing under 
different names. Very recently, as the Bulletin issued 
by the American Jewish Congress reminds us, the most 
brilliant of Lenin’s collaborators were executed on the 
charge of entering into secret alliances with Fascists. 
Now Fascism is not only an ally but a close friend of 
Bolshevism, and “intimate cultural relations with 
Nazism are being promoted.” Hitler mouths Stalin’s 
diatribes against the “ capitalist world,” though for the 
“education ” of his ally the Nazi adds to the phrase 
the word “ Jewish.” 


AMERICAN VIEWS 


IN the light of all this, it is not surprising that Mr. 
William Green, the President of the American Federa- 
tion of Labour, should predict that “the moment it 
suits Stalin’s purpose to terrorise the Jews, Soviet 
Russia will start playing the same anti-Semitic game as 
Nazi Germany.” In an article in the American publi- 


cation, Nation, Mr. Oswald Garrison Villard has been — 


even more specific and cites responsible circles in Ger- 
many as indicating that “ part of the bargain with Stalin 
calls for the application of the Nuremberg Laws to 
Russian Jews.” Perhaps this is a too confident over- 
estimate of the revealed fluidity of Bolshevist ideas and 
institutions. Except to please Hitler and as the price 
of some new bargain, it is hard to see what Stalin has

JEWISH YOUTH COUNCIL 
Appeal to Jewish Soldiers 


At a recent meeting of the Executive of the Man- 
chester and Salford Jewish Youth Council, held at the 
house of the Chairman, Rabbi-Dr. A. Altmann, it was 
unanimously agreed to call upon all affiliated societies 
to urge their members, when joining His Majesty's 
Forces, to regard it as a point of honour to profess their 
faith and not to attempt to conceal their Jewish identity. 

The Council hope at a later date to issue a periodical 
bulletin of local Jewish affairs, to be sent out to Man- 
chester and Salford Jews serving in the Forces. 

In response to an invitation from the Jewish Youth 
Institute (of London), the Council decided to recommend 
twelve persons, chosen from local Jewish literary and 
Zionist societies, for participation in the Seminar 
recently opened by the Institute. 


The lecture which Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., was to have 
delivered last Sunday night at the Athenacum under the 
auspices of the Manchester Union of Jewish Literary 
Societies was cancelled owing to the traffic hold-up on 
account of the snow, but it is hoped to hold the function at 
a later date.

Luncheon in Honour of Dr. Brodetsky

To commemorate Professor S. Brodetsky’s cleetion as 
President of the Jewish Board of Deputies, the Leeds 
Jewish Representatave Council gave a luncheon at the 
Queen's Hote! on Sunday. Sir Montague Burton 
presided. 

Saying how greatly he appreciated the kindness of his 
Leeds friends, Dr. Brodetsky observed that Leeds was 
the town in which he had lived longest—-twenty years. 
The local University, too, had tolerated his presence 
longer than any other institution. He said he had 
become President of the Board of Deputies at a time 
when the very bases of human civilisation were in 
danger, and when civilised humanity was engaged in try- 
ing to save itself and save the world from that danger. 
After giving a survey of the general situation in world 
affairs as it affected the Jews, Dr. Brodetsky expressed 
the hope that when peace came the sufferings and claims 
of the Jewish people would not be overlooked. 

Sir Montague Burton said that the British Empire was 
destined to rescue civilisation from its present trials and 
difficulties, and it was fortunate from the Jewish point 
of view that at this time the leader of the Jewish Com- 
munity was a man like Dr. Brodetsky. 

The health of Professor Brodetsky was proposed by Mr. 
D. I. Sandelson, President of the United Hebrew 
Congregation. 

Major Milner, M.P.. and Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., 
proposed and seconded respectively the toast of “ The 
Jewish Representative Council.” Alderman H. Morris, J.P., 
responded. Mr. A. Friedman paid a tribute to the excellent 
work done by the Hon. Secretary, Mr. IL.

JEWS AS CONSCIENTIOUS 
OBJECTORS 


Claims for Exemption in Glasgow 


[From our Correspondent) 


Judaism ranks the defence of one’s country among 
the ‘supreme duties, but the Jew, like the Christian, 


can claim exemption if his conscience makes him feel 
unable to take up arms on behalf of any cause. 

The Rev. Dr. 1. K. Cosgrove, of the Garnethill Syna- 
gogue, expressed this view when called before the 
Glasgow Conscientious Objectors’ Tribunal last week 
to give the official Jewish attitude to war. Dr. Cos- 
grove’s ruling was asked during the hearing of applica- 
tions for exemption by two Jewish young men, B. 
Woolfson and L. Jacobs, who based their claims on 
the Jewish teachings and interpretation of the. Old 
Testament. 


Interpretation of Jewish Law 


According to the Orthodox interpretation of Jewish 
law, said Dr. Cosgrove, there was no basis in Judaism 
for a claim for exemption from military service on 
conscientious grounds. The intentional killing of any 
human being was absolutely forbidden apart from two 
exceptions. These were capital punishment, legally 
imposed by a judicial tribunal, and any war for the 
defence of national and human rights. 

Jewish teaching continually enjoined the Jew to seek 
peace and to pursue it, Dr. Cosgrove added, but the 
Jewish law did not ignore the fact of war, and dealt 
most explicitly with the subject and the relation of the 
State to the citizen. 

The application of B. Woolfson was granted, but 
that of Jacobs was refused. They were the first Jews 
to appear before a Conscientious Objectors’ Tribunal 
in Scotland. 


HULL SHECHITA BOARD 
Prices of Kasher Meat

The special damage claimed was £752 &s. 6d. 

By agreement, all claims were referred to the sole arbi- 
tration of Mr. Neville Laski, K.C.. who held an inquiry 
in the Schoolroom, Linnaeus Street, Hull, recently. 

Having considered the evidence tendered by both sides 
and legal submissions, Mr. Laski decided that the plaintiffs 
had not at the time of the commencement of the action, 
nor at any time since, any cause of action against either 
the Hull Board of Shechita or Messrs. Rosenston and Rap- 
stone, and that they were not entitled to recover anything 
in the action against any of the defendants. 

The plaintiffs were directed to pay to all the defendants 
their respective costs of the action and the cost of the 
arbitration award.

BRIGHTON 


Evacuated Jewish Deaf Children 


[From our Correspondent) 


Since the outbreak of war, the Residential Home for 
Jewish Deaf Children in Nightingale Lane, Wandsworth 
Common, ‘has been evacuated from London. It now 
shares the premises of the School for the Deaf, Eastern 
Road, Brighton. In an interview from your corres- 
pondent, the Principal, Mr. S. D. Hart, expressed deep 
gratitude to the authorities of the Brighton School for 
their generous hospitality and goodwill, especially 
mentioning the kindness of the Headmaster, Mr. F. G. 
Carter, and the Chairman of the Board of Managers, 
the Rev. A. H. Belcher. 


Facilities for Religious Observances 


Forty-five boys and girls, aged from three to sixteen, 
have been evacuated from Wandsworth. Among them are 
over a dozen deaf refugee children from Germany and 
Austria, and the older of these, after a year’s tuition, can 
now express themselves without difficulty in English. The 
Jewrsh children form a self-contained unit tn the Brighton 
institution, with a special kasher kitchen and complete 
facilities for religious tuition and observance. At the same 
time, they benefit from friendly co-operation with the 
Brighton children in sport and other spheres. The pupils 
continue to receive their full education just as in London, 
and their open-air activities on the Sussex Downs and by 
the seaside are at least as invigorating as on Wandsworth 
Common. Friends of the Home are cordially invited to 
call any day at the School for the Deaf, Pastern Road, and 
see the children at work, 


The local branch of the International Friendship League 
last week organised a social evening at the Co-operative 
Hall for refugees from Germany, Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
and Poland. The promoters of the function welcomed their 
foreign guests, and the Rev. I. Fabricant and Mr. Sidney 
Scharff expressed the thanks of the Jewish Community.

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WOMEN AND THE B.U.F. 
Mosley’s New Tactics 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


The B.U.F. now admits quite frankly what I said at 
the outbreak of war—that being essentially a movement 
basing itself on an emotional appeal to youth, con- 
scription would soon hit it hard. A special campaign 
is now being run to get women—wives, sisters, and even 
mothers of male members—to join up in the B.U.F. 

“ With the new call-up of men up to the age of thirty ” 
(twenty-eight was the official announcement), wrote 
ACTION a fortnight ago, “ the position of a revolutionary 
movement, dependent upon the voluntary work of its 
supporters, is bound to become difficult’ unless its 
women members are prepared to take up the burden of 
the work which the men are forced temporarily to lay 
down.” 

A public plea on these lines—conveniently gliding 
over the fact that under Fascism the women’s lot will 
be made immeasurably more difficult—was made at 
Finsbury Square last Thursday by a woman B.U.F. 
speaker. 

She followed the editor of AcTION, who declared that 
B.U.F. stood for Socialism. “I say,” he remarked, with 
a fervour that any Socialist demagogue would have 
envied, “ that Socialism is the necessity of our age. .. . 
Socialism must come in one form or another. What is 
British Union but practical Socialism?” Later he called 
for the stopping of the war by “a British revolution,” 
and exclaimed: “Throw this dirty, rotten capitalist 
system over. We have got to get rid of the parasites.” 

In reply to a question as to whether the unemployed 
would benefit if there were no Jews in this country, the 
speaker was quite embarrassed and admitted that it was 
a “tricky” and “rather difficult” question. He did 
not think the unemployment question would be solved 
merely by expelling the Jews. He thought more radical 


measures—-which he did not. specify—would be 
necessary. 
BRITISH COUNCIL FOR CHRISTIAN 
SETTLEMENT 


Propaganda Drive 


The London Regional Council of the British Council 
for Christian Setthkement in Europe held a_ Special 
Propaganda Conference last week-end at the National 
Sunday League Hall, 34, Red Lion Square, W.C. 
Despite this impressive-sounding name, there were only 
about thirty people present, half of whom were women. 

The Earl of Mar, Chairman of the London Council, 
presided. 

Mr. John Beckett, Hon. Secretary of the B.C.C.S., 
Secretary of the British People’s Party, editor of the 
PeopLe’s Post (the organ of the B.P.P.), and a former 
leading member of the B.U.F. and the National 
Socialist League, opened the discussion with a state- 
ment on the need for propaganda work in London. 

He said that the B.C.C.\S. had 400 members in 


London, and that the great need was to develop local 
organisations. These already existed in Ealing, Croydon, 
and Hampstead. Their propaganda work—that is the 
spreading of the “ truth” about the war—could best be 
done, he suggested, through individual contact, through 
public meetings—and he advocated the setting up of a 
speakers’ panel, with weekly classes—and through 
lectures to bodies such as trade union branches, 
Chambers of Commerce, etc. He made it clear that they 
were preparing for a big campaign of public meetings. 

‘There were displayed at the meeting copies of the 
original “ statement on the European situation” about 
the signatories to which there was much comment a few 
months ago. Neither the name of Dr. Maude Royden 
nor that of the Rev. Donald Soper has been removed 
from the statement, although both have dissociated 
themselves from it. 

In his editorial comment in the current, February, 
issue of the Peopte’s Post, Mr. Beckett gives a list of 
six of the “published declarations of why we are at war” 
and examines them. 

The sixth is: “ Hitler has ill-treated the Jews. We 
fight for the Jews. His comment is: “For twenty 
years the Poles have treated poor Jews in the most 
atrocious manner. Our Rumanian friends have almost 
as bad a record. Turkey massacred the Armenians. 
The German treatment of the Jews has been far less 
brutal,.except that their ill-treatment was extended to 
the rich Jews as well. In any case, whatever our 
sympathy for the Jews, no British Government dare say 
openly that this is the real reason for the war.” 

There is also in this issue a recommendation to readers 
to place TrutH, a weekly which now seems to have 
become anti-Jewish, on their newsagent’s lists. 


EMERGENCY SCHOOLS IN LONDON 
Several elementary schools have been reopened in 
London this week for the children who had either remained 
in the various boroughs or had returned from reception 
areas. The London County Council stresses that the 
openings are subject to certain -provisos, as follows: 
Children will attend entirely at their parents’ risk; in the 
event of air-raid warnings, children will be taken to the 
safest place in the building: if serious or frequent air-raids 
develop, the-«school will be closed; admission in the first 
instance will be restricted to children between 11 and 16, 
but younger children will be admitted as soon as room can 
be found for them; and the sessions will be from 9. a.m. 
till noon and from | p.m. (or 1.30) tll 3.30 p.m. (or 4). 
Each child may attend only one session daily in the morning 
or afternoon in alternate weeks.

Poplar: Knapp Road (Bow, E.3), Wellington Way (Bow Road, 
E.3); Shoreditch: Shoreditch Central (Hoxton Street, N.1), 
Laysterne (Brunswick Place, N.1); Stoke Newington: Words- 
worth (Wordsworth Road, Palatine Road, Stoke Newington 
Road, N.16).

SERMON FOR THE WEEK_ 


RELIGIOUS COURAGE 


The true character of the prophet Jeremiah is 
revealed in the episode described so vividly in the 
Haftara of to-morrow. The princes and the people of 
Israel have proved faithless; their solemn promises have 
been treated like “scraps of paper.” Sternly the 
prophet rebukes his brethren, and in sorrow he fore- 


casts the impending national doom. No man was ever 
called to a more difficult duty, no man ever felt more 
profoundly his lack of power to fulfil the mission 
received from his Heavenly Master. There can be no 
harder task than to fight a losing battle for a whole life- 
time as Jeremiah did. His was a gentle, sensitive, 
shrinking spirit, preferring a cloistered life to the 
violence and turmoil of the world of action. “I am 
but a child,” he exclaims. Few listened’to his utter- 
ances except in anger, none heeded save to persecute. 
And yet he snatched victory out of defeat. He over- 
came his natural timidity by an inspiring sense of his 
duty as a servant of God, for “ His word was in my heart 
as a burning fire . . . and the Lord is with me in all His 
might.” 

Here was one of the immortal heroes of Israel's 
history who can teach us much at the present hour of 
crisis. His greatness lay in this, that mastering his own 
weakness, though his efforts seemed hopeless, he fought 
the battle of the Lord courageously like a mighty man 
of valour for his God and his people. In these days 
of trial, when the sun of justice and right appears to 
be eclipsed, we sorely need this spirit of heroic courage 
to be infused into our hearts, a resoluteness of purpose 
in the face of all our difficulties that no fear of peril 
can break. 

With the deepest misgivings, one notes the modern 
tendency to relegate our loyalty to Judaism to the back- 
ground, to deny the essential value of religion in daily 
life, as though there was a black line of demarcation 
between spiritual and material values. For example, 
to our distress we hear that some Jewish soldiers to-day 
conceal their faith, and thus show a lack of true courage 
in bearing the responsibilities of their birth. Instead 
of openly testifying both to their pride of race and to 
the reality of Jewish patriotism, they endeavour to dis- 
guise their religious identity, with lamentable resuits 
to the good name of English Jewry. This nervousness 
may in part be attributed to the general modern atmos- 
phere of materialistic doubt that weakens spiritual 
courage and militates against a vigour of determination 
in the performance of our religious duty. The day has 
gone by when to affirm and to believe in the highest 
spiritual teachings was natural to the age. Men accepted 
once all they were taught and unbelief was unknown. 
Yhe reaction against this blind credulity has been pro- 
ductive of the saddest results. To-day, the young are 
inclined to receive nothing unquestioned, to be sceptical 
of the lessons of the past, to seek for material benefits 
in all they undertake to the exclusion of religious 
ideals. Men's minds turn inwards upon themselves. 
Where in the past the great eternal truths of Divine 
Revelation were contemplated to the joy of the soul, 
to-day feelings and motives are scrutinised in a critical 
spirit and there is a lack of conviction and certainty. 
In this way, there has arisen an unsettling, an enfeebling 
mistrust that damps men’s ardour and chills the spirit 
of self-sacrifice for the noblest causes. Against this, 
the example of the prophet calls to us to fight with all 
the energy of religious fervour and determination, con- 
fident that, with the Divine help, our victory in the 
battle for freedom and for truth must be assured 

“nother evident cause for this want of religious 
eninusiasm is created by the present anxieties and fears 
that overshadow our daily lives. We are at deadly grips 
with mighty forces of evil that seek to dominate man- 
kind by sheer tyranny. They have adopted the motto 
of an infamous band of medieval robbers which pro- 
claimed, “ We are the enemies of God, of Justice, and 
of Pity.” The temporary success of this inhuman policy 
has enfeebled the faith of many, as it appears to be a 
denial of the Providence of God, a mockery of the 
value and reality of religious teaching. In the words 
of the Psalmist, men complain: “The ways of the 
wicked prosper, and God has forgotten. ... Why 
standest Thou afar off, O Lord; why hidest Thou Thy- 
self in times of trouble?” Losing their firm hold upon 
the anchor of their holy faith, men become unnerved 
in the presence of danger, they draw back in fear from 
the struggle against evil, their future seems to be full 
of despair and without hope. To such as are afflicted 
with this terror comes the example of our prophet 
calling us to action like a stirring trumpet blast. “ Be 
strong and of good courage; be not affrighted, neither 
be thou dismayed; for the Lord thy God is with thee 
whithersoever thou goest.” We must arm ourselves with 
the unconquerable weapons of patience, of discipline, 
of complete confidence in our Divine Leader, never 
doubting for one moment the ultimate triumph of our 
cause, which will be brought the nearer if we boldly go

Coherent Problem 


The reason for this ts intimately bound 
up with the problem of maintaining some 
kind of coherent scheme for the future 
of children no longer of school age but 
far from qualified, whether by age, train- 
ing, or experience, for the labour market 
and for earning their own living. 

At no other time in life is the need for 
marking time more irritating or more 
calculated to disintegrate character. At 
no other time is it more essential not only 
to hitch one’s wagon to as many stars as 
shine in the sky but to map out, with all 
the delightfully impractical assurance of 
extreme youth, the future in the neatest 
and most categorical terms. 

And when this process is suddenly and 
ruthlessly subjected to the extinguisher 
of a world war, it does not require too

much imagination to anticipate the 
| ti rebellious reactions that are bound to 
follow. 


How can mothers and teachers mitigate 
the position so far as the children are 
concerned, and what attitude should they 
adopt to the young boy or girl. whose 
education or training has suddenly had to 
be curtailed or altered? 


Consider Child’s View 


In the first place, it is essential to 
appreciate the magnitude.of the disaster 
that has befallen the young person, To 
brush it aside as only a part of a general 
upheaval and suggest that the person 
concerned ought to be grateful that none 
of the horrors of actual warfare have so 
far befallen him is useless. In the mental 
life of healthy youth, mercifully, the

Foster New Plans 


It is essential for them to have hard 
facts to work on and for the hiatus 
suddenly created in their prospects to be 
filled in as quickly as possible. Most 
important of all, plans of some kind 
should be fostered and substituted for 
those that have unhappily come to 
nothing. To say to the young people that 
the future ts uncertain, and that none of 


us can make plans ahead. is to rub salt 


into their already sensitive wounds. 

We must plan for them, exactingly and 
carefully, just as if there were no war, 
and as if we ourselves knew and believed 
with reasonable certainty in the proba- 
bility of such plans maturing without 
hitch. Talents must be readapted and 
energies canalised into new lines. 

Care, however, must be exercised not

history shows us only too clearly how 
completely unaware most’ parents and 
teachers have been of the potentialities of 
some of those entrusted to their care who 
have proved to be among the world’s 
greatest people. 


Reach to the Stars 

For the youthful folk, anything is 
possible, and in aiming high, even if 
they fail to reach their aim, young people 
will travel farther than had they chosen 
a less exalted target. 

Absorbed in the framing of their 
future, the young will not suffer so 
greatly from the disturbing influences of 
war, from which their own tasks and 
problems will tend to insulate them.

MARMALADE 


Tue Seville oranges are already here, and 
other bitter oranges are likely to follow; and 
although the supply of preserving sugar is 
limited, sufficient will be allowed for every 
housewife who wishes to do so to make at 
least a small quantity of marmalade. 

When cutting the peel by hand, use a 
really sharp, stainless, non-bending knife. 


‘Cut pulp on a plate so as not to lose any 


juice, 
Orange Marmalade (1) 


Six bitter oranges. One large lemon. 


Two Jaffa oranges. Sugar and water. 

Wasu and dry fruit, cut in quarters, 
remove pips, and put in basin containing 
half a pint of cold water. Remove pulp, 
cut in small pieces, and shred peel finely. 

Weigh pulp and rind, put in a large bowl, 
and pour over one and a half pints of cold 
water to every pound of fruit. Leave for 
twenty-four hours; then turn into a preserv- 
ing pan; add strained water from pips and 
the pips tied in a muslin bag and boil slowly 
till the peel is quite tender (about one and 
a quarter to one and a half hours). Remove 
pips, squeezing the bag well. Weigh con- 
tents of pan (weigh preserving pan before 
starting, then pan and contents can be placed 
on scales and weight of pan deducted) and 
add one and a half pounds warmed preserv- 
ing sugar to every pound. 

Stand on asbestos mat on the stove; stir 
till sugar has melted: then bring to the boil, 
and boil quickly till it sets when tested. Put 
a few drops on a cold plate and leave till 
cold (in refrigerator if available). If it jellies 
the marmalade is ready. Remove any scum, 
turn into warm, dry jars, and tie down when 
cold. Start testing after fifteen minutes, 


Mixed Fruit Marmalade 

Six bitter oranges. 

Two Jafta oranges. One lemon. 

Use exactly the same method as in 
previous recipe but allow two pints of water 
to every pound of fruit and one and a 
quarter pounds of sugar to every pound. 


Orange Marmalade (2) 


ALLOw one pound of sugar and one pint 
of water to each bitter orange. 

Cut oranges in halves and squeeze juice 
and pips into a china bowl. Shred peel 
finely and put in a large bowl with the 
Strained juice, the pips tied loosely in a 
muslin bag, and the water. Leave for 
twenty-four hours. Turn into a preserving 
pan and boil slowly till the peel ts tender 
(one and a quarter to one and a half hours). 
Remove pips (squeezing the bag well), add 
warmed sugar, stir till it has dissolved, then 
boil quickly till it sets when tested. 


Orange Marmalade (3) 


Use two. lemons to every six bitter 
oranges. Wash and dry fruit and put in a 
preserving pan with sufficient cold water to 
cover, and boil steadily till the peel is quite 
tender, at least two hours. 

Drain the fruit, cut in quarters, remove 
pips; cut pulp into small pieces, and shred 
the peel. Weigh and put into preserving 
pan with two pounds of sugar and half a 
pint of water in which the oranges were 
cooked to every pound. Boil steadily till 
it sets whan tested.

THE DERIVATION OF “ORIEL” 


1 do not think that the very interesting suggestion from 
Mr. David Rafilovitch in your last week's issue can be 
upheld. “Oriel” does not seem to be a Hebrew word. 
We find in the Bible (Chronicles) “ Uriel” (in personal 
names), but not “ Oriel.” Dominus Illuminatio Mea would 
be “Adonai ori.” “Adonai ori” in Psalm 27, v. 1, is 
translated in the Latin version of the Bible by Dominus 
illuminatio mea, and it is undoubtedly that phrase of the 
Psalmist which the University of Oxford took as its motto. 
It seems to me that “ Oriel” is the English word “ oriel ” 
(see English dictionaries), and that the naming of the 
College as “Oriel College” has an architectural origin. 
The “Penny Cyclopedia,” Volume XVII. under “ Oriel 
College, Oxford,” has the following statement: “* This 
college took the name of Oriel from a large messuage, 
situated partly in the parish of St. John the Baptist, in 
Oxford, and partly in St. Mary's parish, called La Oriole, 
which was granted to the provost and fellows, in 1327, by 
King Edward IIl, to which they removed at that time from 
the tenement in St. Mary's parish, where they had been 
first established.” See also further in that article the refer- 
ence to “a semi-hexagonal porch.” and compare with this 
the meanings of “oriel”” given in the dictionaries.—-RaBeBt 
Dr. Samuet Datcues, Jews’ College, W.C.1. 


THE JEW AND WAR 

In your editorial note “ War--Judaisms Teaching,” you 
have rendered a really good service to the Jewish community 
in denouncing conscientious objectors who try to shelter 
themselves under the Commandment “ Thou shalt not kill! ” 
What Judaism commands us to do before we resort to force 
is to adopt peaceful means: “ When thou comest nigh unto 
a city to fight against it, then proclaim peace unto it,” “* And 
if it will make no peace with thee. but will make war against 
thee, then thou shalt besiege it~ (Deut. xx, 10-12). Instead 
of the prevailing practice by Germany and Russia of bomb- 
ing defenceless men, women, and children, we are enjoined: 
“When thou shalt “besiege a city a long time, thou shalt 
not destroy the trees thereof by forcing an axe against 
them—-for the fruit of the tree is man’s life . . . .” (Deut. 
xx., 19). War is sordid and despicable when practised for 
aggression. But it is honourable in those whose swords 
serve as an tron barrier between the lawless spoiler and 
the defenceless weak. “ The arms are fair, when the intent 
of bearing them is just."—-Mr. Josern Porton, 41, Nunroyd 
Road, Leeds, 7. 


PLIGHT OF CONTINENTAL YESHIVAS 

A letter appeared in your issue of January 5 from the 
President and Hon. Treasurer of the Manchester Talmudical 
College appealing for funds.

The publication of 
such a statement in such a widely circulated paper ts bound 
to do untold harm to those institutions which are now in 
even greater need of help than ever before. Those that 
were formerly in Poland fled recently to Vilna in Lithuania 
where they are doing their best to carry on under the 
greatest difficulties, and ministers such as myself have 
recently received urgent telegrams from the principals of 
such Yeshivas craving immediate help. You will appreciate 
the reaction of the Jewish readers when they read from_such 
a letter that these Yeshivas are now extinct and the 
publication of such a misstatement will inevitably have the 
effect of cutting off badly needed help from those institu- 
tions.

“THE GERMANS AND THE JEWS” 


May I answer the accusation of misrepresentation made 
in his letter last week by Mr. Bienenfeld against my review 
of his book “ The Germans and the Jews.” I had criticised 
him for accepting the Nazi story of Jewish predominance 
in pre-Nazi journalism, banking, etc. Mr. Bienenfeld claims 
that he wrote only of “the relatively predominant influence,” 
and that he actually used the word “ prominence ” (which 
I suggested as more suitable) on page 20 of his book. I do 
not deny the truth of the latter statement, but while he only 
once used the word “ prominence,” he wrote at the very 
beginning of the chapter in question of “* supremacy ” of the 
Jews: of the banks and Press being “in the hands of the 
Jews ” out of all proportion to their number; of Jews being 
“ predominant” (all this on page 3); of the indisputable 
position of power of the Jews in spheres vital for the nation 


aliens. 


(page 4); of the large majority of Jews in the banking 
world (page 9); of the most influential papers being “ for the 
most part in Jewish hands” (page 10); of the proportion of 
Jews in the liberal professions and amongst artists “ reach- 
ing unusual dimensions” (page 12); of the theatre in 
Germany being “ predominantly ™ left to the Jews (page 14), 
of the “ excessive proportion of Jews in certain professions ” 
(page 15); of the Silesian industry and commerce being 
“almost entirely in the hands of Jews” (page 17), of the 
so-called revolver Press being “for the most part managed 
and written by Jews, just as the respectable papers were ” 
(page 20); of the Jews as the chief representatives in certain 
professions (page 21); and, finally, of the Jews being actually 
an absolute majority in the big towns with regard to the 
liberal professions (page 30). On page 16, Mr. Bienenfeld 
even accepts the Nazi claim that the Jews in Germany were 
While it is true that the Jews in Germany played a 
prominent réle in the liberal professions, in Press, theatre, 
banking, etc., it is utterly untrue that they were predominant 
in any of those spheres, let alone a majority. In three or 
four towns out of the many big German towns the majority 
of lawyers or doctors may have been Jews. But in no 
profession or vocation taken as a whole did the Jewish 
proportion exceed 16 per cent., as the figures of the 1933 
census proved. In most cases it was very much less. For 
instance, in the Press, which according to Mr. Bienenfeld 
was written practically entirely by Jews, the census revealed 
that it was only 5 per cent. The explanation given by Mr. 
Bienenfeld for the tendency of the German Jews to enter 
certain professions and vocations would have been of more 
value if he had avoided those exaggerations which I 
criticise. —Mr. G. WARBURG. 


EVACUEES AND THE PESACH PROBLEM 


The suggestion, made by “A.M.M.” in his letter last 
week. that Habonim should deal with the provision of Seder 
for the evacuees seems to be merely a move to gain funds 
for Habonim. “A.M.M.” said that it was not the function 
of the Joint Emergency Committee to deal with the pro- 
vision of Seder. . Surely it is far less that of Habonim. 
Habonim, he claimed, has the “ experience in dealing with 
children.” But actually its personnel is not trained in the 
method of providing a Seder. Habonim has no contacts in 
the evacuation areas other than with small groups belonging 
to the organisation. I maintain that the effects of putting 
Habonim in charge of Pesach arrangements for evacuees 
in general would be disastrous. Your readers may be in- 
terested to know the opinions of some of the evacuees in 
this area on the Pesach problem. Out of a total of 134, it 
is estimated that 70 want to go home for Pesach. Six 
would go regardless of consequences. The remaining 58 
would be willing to have a Seder in the reception areas. 
Of these 58, 20 are almost indifferent as to whether or not 
they are provided with a Seder. Of the first 70, 20 would 
be willing to stay in the reception area if provided with an 
adequate Seder. If it were a simple thing to go home for 
Pesach about 100 boys would take the opportunity. Every 
boy would return to the reception area~—Mr. T. Davin 
LAMBERT, ¢/O Seaton’s Hotel, 33, London Road, King’s 
Lynn, Norfolk.

Annual Grand Lodge Conference 


The Independent Order of Bnei Brith held its 
fortieth Annual Grand Lodge Conference recently at 
the Bnei Brith Hall, Great Ducie Street. Manchester. 

The Grand President, Bro. M. Redstone. in his Presi- 
dential address, gave a résumé of the Order’s activities and 
the difficulties following the outbreak of war. He referred 
to the Emergency Conference which was held in September 
in order to safeguard the members and the Order, follow- 
ing the Government’s advice to make provision for any 
increased ‘claims as a result of fatalities arising out of 
hostilities.

He stated that a management levy was to be imposed 
of 9d. per member for 1939-40, and a further death levy 
of 8s., making £2 in all for the past year.. This latter levy 
was due, he said, to the heavy calls during the year on the 
death benefit funds. The levy was agreed to without dissent. 

Bro. L. Waldman spoke on the question of amalgamation, 
and said that he regretted that an opportunity had been lost 
of recent years when exploratory efforts had been under- 
taken to amalgamate the 1.O.B.B. with the Order Achei 
Ameth. So far as the other Order was concerned, he 
believed that the door had not been closed, and he hoped 
that the 1.0.B.B. had not closed it 

Bros. Waldman and Raphael gave a report on the 
Association of Jewish Friendly Societies. A vote of thanks 
was passed to the Secretary and Recording Secretary for 
their services.

The lead is, of course, taken by British Govern- 
ment securities. The buying in that section is sub- 
stantial, and comes from large as well as small 
Operators. War Loan 34 per cent. stock has been bid 
for at 99, which is the best level for some considerable 
time. 

Conversion 34 per cent. stock, which will be quoted 
ex dividend in about a month’s time, has reached a 
price of par. Almost the only stock showing any re- 
action in the gilt-edged market is the 4} per cent. Con- 
version 1940-44 loan. This security is, of course, to 
be converted on July 1 next into a new 2 per cent. 
1943-45 issue. Small investors are selling the 4} per 
cent. Conversion, and with the proceeds are buying 
longer-dated securities. 

Financial houses, particularly insurance companies, 
are taking the 44 per cent. stock offered on the market 
in order to convert into the new loan. 

Strength and activity in the Funds is responsible for 
confidence in markets all round, although it has to be 
admitted that business is largely centred on investment 
stocks for the moment. 


INVESTMENT DEMAND SPREADS 


Steady appreciation in the Funds results in a spread 
of investment demand to other sections. Supplies of 
home railway prior charge stocks, for instance, are 
now becoming particularly short. It is difficult to secure 
even moderate lines of railway debentures. Holders 
of such securities are disinclined to sell because of 
obvious difficulty in reinvesting. 

Railway Guaranteed as well as Preference stocks are 
also being bought, while the buying of industrial deben- 
ture stocks has practically cleared the market. of 
supplies. Industrial preference issues are also in short 
supplies. Good-class preference stocks now yield less 
than 4! per cent. to the new buyer. 

There is a strong belief that the investment move- 
ment will extend to the better-class equities. Already 
there is strong support for tobacco ordinary stocks and 
shares. Various industrial equities with a good divi- 
dend record can be purchased now to show gross yields 
of 5 per cent. and more on the latest dividend basis. 
Leading firms of stockbrokers express the view that, 
providing discrimination is used, profitable investments 
can now be made among equities. 


SAFE BANK DEPOSITS 


It is often overlooked that Chairmen of the big British 
banks at annual meetings are principally addressing share- 
holders of such institutions, It ts true that the speeches are 
most important as a guide to National financial considera- 
tions. Shareholders are, however, directly interested in 
the operations of the bank in which they are concerned. 

Mr. Rupert E. Beckett, Chairman of the Westminster 
Bank Ltd., at the recent annual meeting pointed out that the 
bank had been able to maintain dividends at the rates 
which had been prevailing during the past few years despite 
a very difficult period. Mr. Beckett, however, does not look 
for any appreciable rise in the bank’s profits in the im- 
mediate future. This is largely because of the necessity to 
maintain the strength of the bank unimpaired by making

RECORD TRADING PROFIT 


The Thirty-first Annual General Meeting of F. W. Woolworth 
and Co. Ltd., was held on January 26 at the Connaught Rooms, 
Great Queen Street, London, W.C.2. 

Mr. W. L. Stephenson (Chairman) presided, and said: The 
salient figures to note are that the nett trading profit before 
taxation at £7,612,601, shows an increase of £651,459 over the 
previous year and constitutes a new high record. Ihe pro- 
vision for taxation to date at £2,950,725, an increase of £918,979, 
1s also a new high record, and the nett profit, after taxation, at 
£4,661,876, shows a reduction in nett earnings of £267,519 
compared to the 1938 figure 

fhe handsome addition to trading profit is the outcome of 
considerably increased sales. A nice gain had been accumu- 
lating up to the end of August, and when the war commenced 
the Company was in the very fortunate position of having on 
hand stocks of merchandise which, from a low datum at the 
commencement of the year, had been built up to a figure much 
in excess of normal. During the first few weeks of the war 
period the demand for this merchandise was so heavy, and the 
sales so large, that our stocks were very soon reduced to a 
dangerously low condition. Peace time values were eagerly 
sought and ramdly disappeared from our stocks For a time 
the railway companies were so pre-occupied with the important 
task of moving troops and war materials that deliveries were 
uncertain, and in many cases very much delayed. 


POSITION OF MANUFACTURERS 

Our manulacturers were able to place at our disposal con- 
siderable stocks of goods which had been prepared against our 
reguiar trade requirements, and our customers reaped =the 
benefit of that condition. I must emphasize the obvious fact 
that the supply of merchandise to our business is its very life's 
blood. Manufacturers were faced at once with many difficulties, 
dearth of materials, rising prices, the requisitioning of plant 
and machinery for war work, depletion of staff, etc. With very 
few exceptions, they recognised the importance of maintaining 
the very large market they had built up through the medium 
of the unique distributing facilities of the Company, and every 
effort was made to hold down prices and keep supplies coming 

forward. 
After the first few weeks of dislocation much-needed supplies 
began to flow into the branches, and the figure in the balance 
sheet of Stocks on Hand at £4,156,450 indicates a remarkable 
recovery im the stock position after the heavy depreciation to 
which I have referred, and it gives me the opportunity to pay 
both our manufacturers and the carriers a well-earned tribute. 
GREATLY INCREASED BUSINESS 

Our business suffered very much in some directions, notably 
the larger establishments in vulnerable areas. which had ex- 
pericnced very heavy evacuation. In other directions our sales 
space was taken by the Local Authority to provide air raid 
shelters for the public. Nevertheless, we were fortunately in a 
position geographically to more than make up the sales lost by 
the greatly increased business done in neutral and safe areas. 

It was noticeable that, whilst there was a falling off in the 

demand tor fancy, novelty types of goods, it was much more 
than offlset by increased sales on staple, usable articles and 
commodities. The cutting off of import supplies had little 

effect as we have depended upon them in the past only to a 

small extent 

Our somewhat ambitious programme for expansion for the 

year 1959, foreshadowed at our last General “Meeting, was not 

carried through in its entirety. Twenty-two new stores were 
added, bringing the number of branches in operation to 759. 
_ The substantial increase in the item Freehold Properties 
includes a number of sites which have passed into our posses- 
sion, secured with the object of providing enlarged and im- 
proved accommodation in important centres. The Board are 
investigating the possibilities of proceeding with the construc- 
tion of some of these major propositions, as it is desirable to 
maintain in employment important elements in the Construction 
Department. 
SUPPLIES AND PRICES 

In regard to this year [I can see no other course open to us 
than that of carrymg on the business of the Company with every 
conceivable energy. There will be difficulties both in regard to 
supplies and prices, but we have met and overcome difficulties 
before, and we feel that whilst temporary expedients might have 
to be adopted, we shall manage to keep in being a wide range 
and variety of regular Woolworth articles on which our business 
has grown. Quite apart from the matter of more or less profit, 
there is the all-important goodwill of the Woolworth customer 
to be protected and retained. 

With the highly valued collaboration of our manufacturers, 
our aim will be to prevent any unwarranted increase in price or 
reduction in value. It is inevitable that there will be changes, 
some indeed have already taken place, but the object of our 
large buying force will be to service the public with a minimum 
of alteration. The paramount objective of the Board during 
these difficult times is to use the resources and experience we 
have to maintain the business in the highest possible state of 
efficiency, and thus protect the tremendous goodwill we 
assuredly enjoy and hold together our very large staff.

A SUCCESSFUL RESULT 


Mr. COLIN F. CAMPBELL’S ADDRESS 


The 107th Annual General Meeting of the National Provincial 
Bank Limited was held on January 30 at 15, Bishopsgate, 
London, E.C 

Mr. Colin Frederick Campbell (the Chairman) said that the 
statement of accounts he was able to submit that day was a 
great deal better than might have been anticipated so soon 
after the outbreak of a great war. Their chief hability, current, 
deposit and other accounts at £336,000,000 was £26,000,000 in 
excess of the balance sheet figure of a year ago and was a 
record in the history of the Bank. Larger deposits were a 
common experience of all the Banks at the present time and 
were principally due to the heavy Government expenditure 
that had occurred over the past 12 months, particularly in the 
final quarter of the year. 


INCREASE IN CASH 


Ihere had been a proportionate rise im their main cash item, 
which at £36,600,000 showed .an increase of rather over 
£2,000,000 compared with last year. Money at call and short 
notice stood at over £19,000,000, showing the same proportion 
to deposits as a year ago. Advances were practically unaltered 
at £139,000,000. Funds advanced by the Bank fell into many 
and varied categories and it was obvious that whereas the 
position of many borrowers might remain’ unchanged, the 
mitial shock of the outbreak of war was bound to have adverse 
effects on the situation of many of their customers through no 
fault on their part. They had always found in similar circum- 
stances in the past that a patient and sympathetic understand- 
ing of their customers’ difficulties had enabled them im due 
course to readjust themselves to altered conditions and he did 
not doubt that they would have the same experience on this 
occasion. 

No one would doubt the wisdom of the authorities in insti- 
tuting a strict and detailed control over the issue of capital in 
war conditions. Yet with the gradual gearing up of their 
industrial machine to maximum output, the need for additional 
capital of all kinds was insistent. In many directions the State 
had assumed responsibility tor large expenditure on fixed 
capital in connection with war industries. There was, however, 
a vast field where the services of bankers in providing working 
capital might be more fully utilised. He had in mind the 
provision of temporary finance to enable producers of food, 
clothing and munitions to bridge over the period between 
production and the receipt of proceeds from the various pur- 
chasing authorities, and the Banks were ready to assist to the 
utmost for that purpose. 

The recently announced replacement of the 44 per cent. 
Conversion Loan by an issue at 2 per cent. maturing in 3 to § 
years was the first indication of official views on the matter of 
money rates. The 44 per cent. stock had been largely held by 
Banks and finance houses for some time past, so that the 
private investor was not so greatly interested in it as in some 
of the other Government loans. No doubt those institutions 
would convert their holdings into the new 2 per cent. stock, 
but the fact of such a low rate being obtainable by the 
Treasury indicated that when the time arrived in their opinion 
for the issue of a longer-dated stock in order to provide fresh 
money for financing the war expenditure, a moderate rate of 
interest was to be anticipated. 

The National Defence Bonds and National Savings Certifi- 
cates should prove especially attractive to those with small 
sums of money to invest. The response had already been 
considerable and he had no doubt that as the year progressed 
and the financial needs of the country were more fully appre- 
ciated, so the applications for those two issues would increase 
in volume. 

NET PROFIT 

The Bank's net profit for the year was £1,718,983, a reduction 
of some £50,000 and, having regard to the exceptional condi- 
tions, he was sure it would be agreed that the result was most 
satisfactory. The dividend was continued at 15 per cent. 

Over 1,200 men had already left them to serve in the armed 
forces of the Crown and they were faced with the prospect that 
they would lose several hundred more of the younger members 
of the staff in due course.

GAS DIVIDENDS REDUCED 


A reduction in dividends by the important gas companies 
of London comes as no surprise to stockholders. It has 
been well known that sales of gas had diminished sub- 
stantially due to the evacuation plan and the great black-out. 
Working costs have risen substantially. The principal com- 
panies have been forced to raise the price for gas, which 
is automatically followed by a reduction in dividend. 

The revenue balance of the Commercial Gas Company 
for the year to December 31 last fell from £120,579 to 
£110,284. This undertaking, operating in the Metropolitan 
boroughs of Stepney and Poplar, as well as parts of Bethnal 
Green, Hackney, Shoreditch, and West Ham, must have felt 
the adverse effect of war-time conditions. The full accounts 
for the year are not available at the moment, but war time 
conditions doubtless explain the reduction in revenue. 
Final dividend on the ordinary capital is 1 per cent. making, 
with the interim, 3 per cent. for the year against 44 per cent. 
for 1938. 

It may be mentioned that the Gas Light and Coke Com- 
pany, which for some years has been paying a total of 
£5 12s. per cent. on its ordinary stock, cuts the distribution 
for 1939 to £4 10s. per cent.

INCREASED LIQUIDITY 


The annual ordinary general meeting of Westminster Bank 
Limited was held on January 31 at the Head Office, Loth- 
bury, E.C. The Hon. Rupert E. Beckett (Chairman) presided. 

The Chairman drew attention to the fact that the total of 
the Current and Deposit Accounts showed an increase on 1938 
of some £20 millions. But it was not until war expenditure 
began to make itself felt in the last few months that the figures 
disclosed a material increase, and the monthly average of these 
accounts during 1939 was actually some £7 millions less than 
that of the previous year. The late increase in deposits was 
carried in the items “ money at call and short notice,” “ bills 
discounted,” and “ advances to customers,” which together 
rose by nearly £25 millions, whilst investments were lower by 
nearly £9 millions. These changes had made for increased 
liquidity in assets. 

Apart from the slight reduction in the average volume of 
the deposits last year, there were other factors which had 
influenced the carning power of the assets, usually to the Bank's 
disadvantage. Bank Rate, which had remained unchanged at 
2 per cent. since June, 1932, was last year raised to 4 per 
cent. on August 24, lowered to 3 per cent. on September 28, 
and brought back again to 2 per cent. on October 26, so that 
for about two months it ruled higher than im previous years. 
Increased rates for deposits at once came into force, but, on 
the other hand, it was only in a few cases that banks were 
able to raise in due proportion their charges for advances. 
Moreover, the higher rates did not persist long enough for 
much benefit to accrue from bill holdings. 

It was frequently said that banks continued to flourish what- 
ever the good or ill fortune of the rest of the trading com- 
munity, but Mr. Beckett proceeded to rebut this argument by 
showing the variation in the Bank's profit figures over the 
past eleven years. 

The profit figure of £1,475,744 for 1939 was arrived at after 

providing for Rebate and Taxation and after appropriations to 
Contingency Accounts, out of which full provision for bad and 
doubtful debts had been made. Exceptional expenditure on 
war-time measures, both of a capital and of a revenue: nature, 
had had to be met. Some of the A.R.P. capital expenditure 
had been charged to Premises Account, which, after being 
credited with an appropriation of £100,000 from the Profit 
and Loss Account, and charged with the cost of the normal 
additions to branch premises undertaken during the year, stood 
at £5,345,988. To Officers’ Pension Fund the sum of £300.000 
had been allocated, and after payment of the usual dividends, 
the carry forward was increased by some £7,000. It was grati- 
fying that, out of earnings during such a difficult year as last, 
they had been able to maintain dividends at the rates which 
had prevailed during the past few years. 
_ Looking ahead, Mr. Beckett said that it would appear that 
increased deposits were in prospect, and that avenues for their 
employment would not be lacking, but owing to the necessity 
for increased provision against risks, he did not look for 
any appreciable rise in profits in the immediate future. 

'n the wider and even more important sphere of our national 
finances, provided our resources were preserved from waste, 
and the maximum savings of the community were made avail- 
able for the national effort, we could hold complete confidence. 
Whatever the cost, we should see this thing through.

Eugene O’Neill’s Grim Drama 


By choosing as the background for his grim drama 
the austere surroundings of a poor New England farm, 
Mr. O'Neill has, in this deeply moving play at the 
Westminster Theatre, helped considerably in that 
process of dramatic simplification which he applies so 
effectively to reveal elemental emotion. 

His story would be an ugly one were it not that by its 
very compulsion and by the vivid depths of its twisted 
human passions it builds up a terrifying dignity which by 
inference elevates the principles which are defied to a mighty 
if primitive grandeur.

Celebration Show at the Windmill 


The new Revudeville non-stop at the Windmill 
Theatre marks the eighth completed year of this kind 
of entertainment at this little house. 

When the idea of non-stop revue was first given a 
practical test at this theatre the venture was—as one of the 
items in this latest show recalls—foredoomed by the wise- 
acres to failure.

Congratulations to Serge Krish and the New Metropolitan 
Symphony Orchestra, first on their courage in starting again 
under present difficult conditions, secondly on their finding 
a welcoming home at the Central Hall, Westminster, and 
thirdly on getting such a really good audience for their first 
concert, last Saturday evening. One of the worst nights 
of this winter did not daunt a good thousand people who 
were determined to hear good music at a reasonable cost— 
for the New Metropolitan is maintaining its low-price policy. 

The programme was all Slavonic, for Elgar's “ Polonia ” 
can be classed in that category, while Chaikovsky’s Fourth 
Symphony (which Sir Henry Wood conducted—a magnifi- 
cently practical tribute from the old advocate of music 
for the people), Smetana’s “ Bartered Bride” overture. 
Chaikovsky’s “Jeanne d’Arc”™ Aria (with Enid Cruick- 
shank as the soloist), and Rachmaninov’s Second Concerto. 
which Leslie England has long since made one of the best 
items in his repertoire, were all purely Slavonic. 

The orchestra, with a number of changes but still retain 
ing its basic principle of recruitment from artists out of 
luck, showed up well in the rather strident acoustics of 
the hall, and though the performance was rough at times, it 
was never lacking in fire and zeal. Saturday night at 7.30 
should be popular among music-lovers for the next few 


weeks, for performances are to be weekly for some time 
to come. 


A FIRST-CLASS CONDUCTOR 


The value of a fitst-class conductor was well demon- 
strated on Sunday afternoon at the Stern Hall, where Dr. 
Heinz Unger was in charge of the West London Amateur 
Orchestra in a concert in-aid of the West London Synagogue 
Hospitality Committee for Refugee Children. 

Amateur orchestras usually suffer from too much nerves 
to be able to infuse fire into their performances: the 
tendency is to labour and wait, rather than to play with 
dashing certainty and confidence. Dr. Unger. however. had 
instilled plenty of confidence into his orchestra, and there 
was a resultant vigour and assurance which were welcome, 
even though there was a corresponding tendency to false 
entry occasionally. 

The one weakness which amateur orchestras can rarely 
overcome is in the question of tone, and in this direction 
one has to note the mevitable stringiness in the strings and 
windiness in the wind. But the Schubert Overture went 
really well, and though the Hatiner Serenade had to be 
treated very gingerly in the slow movement and the Scherzo, 
it was fair enough 

Erika Storm sang Brahms’s “ Zigeuner Lieder” with 
considerable spirit, and, I suspect, a slight cold, which 
marred the purity of a voice which has greatly delighted 
me On previous occasions. 


THE BRITISH WOMEN 


At the Queen Mary Hall the same afternoon the British 
Women’s Symphony Orchestra was giving a very good 
performance of a programme rather off the beaten track, 
of which I could hear only the last part. 

But | do wish 1 could make others realise that this 
orchestra, under Alec Sherman, is not a freak orchestra 
but an ensemble worth hearing for its own sake. 1 have 
heard them play some things better, in my judgment, than 
any other orchestra before, and on Sunday the Haydn 
symphony was full of delight. Even now we are not so 
we!l served with music that we can afford to ignore 1 when 
it is so good, 

On Sunday the programme was drawn from works by 
Warlock, Holst, Sibelius, Beethoven, Bach, and Haydn— 
something for every taste, but noi so snippety as it sounds. 


THE MENGES QUARTET 


At Wigmore Hall last week, the Menges Quartet, assisted 
by Helen Just in one item, gave one of their usual polished 
and intelligent performances, drawing on Beethoven, Mozart, 
and Schubert (Quintet for Strings). This Quartet is one of 
the most consistent | know; with me it has the reputation 
of “never letting you down.” 

It has ample but not overbearing volume, its four parts 
are perfectly adjusted to one another, and its appreciation 
of the work being played is highly musical, while not lacking 
in emotion. That Beethoven was played better than Mozart 
was perhaps inevitable from the approach, but the Mozart 
was amply satisfying. :

DELA LIPINSKAYA 


Many are the Viennese who have been charmed by the 
delightful artistry of Dela Lipinskaya. And many who saw 
her for the first time last Sunday afternoon were equally 
charmed. She appeared at the Adolph Tuck Hall, Woburn 
House, Upper Woburn Place, in a recital organised in con- 
junction with the Austrian Centre. For almost two hours, 
Mme. Lipinskava entertained a crowded hall with sketches 
and chansons in five languages. 

What I liked about her was her charm, the grace she 
imparted to every gesture, and the roguishness and wit of 
her humour. “ Vielleicht ” was entirely different from “ The 
Young Chassid”; and in the contrast between the two 
one could see her artistry. The young chassid, and the 
teacher of whom he asked what life would be like when 
the Messiah comes, were both real. The old Yiddish folk- 


tune on which it was based was delightfully sung.

CINEMA 
MORE ABOUT “PASTOR HALL” 


Should the Jewish Tragedy be 
Soft-Pedalled ? 


[By our Cinema Correspondent} 


I visited Highbury Studios this week to see the 
brothers Roy and John Boulting, of Charter Films, 
making “ Pastor Hall,” the adaptation of Ernst Toller’s 
paly. They hope to have finished it in three weeks’ time. 

Wilfrid Lawson, who is taking the part of Pastor 
Hall (symbolising Niemdller), is giving magnificent per- 
formances. He told me how glad he was to be playing 
m a really worth-while story. Marius Goring—who 
plays Hitler in the B.B.C. “ Shadow of the Swastika ” 
series—has the part of a Storm Troop Leader. Nova 
Pilbeam is the Pastor's daughter, and Sir Seymour Hicks 
—who, incidentally, was celebrating his sixty-ninth 
birthday—has the unaccustomed part of a General 
friendly with Pastor Hall. 

An enormous amount of care ts being taken over 
the production, and it should turn out to be a very 
moving commentary on Nazi Germany. It had been 
planned to make the film over six months ago, but the 
Censor said “ No.” Only the advent of war made him 
change his mind. 

In the concentration camp scenes there will appear a 
Jewish prisoner who is designed to typify the reactions 
of his people. Having originally fled the country, he 
returns to Germany because he is homesick and cannot 
believe the tales he hears of the sadism of his former 
school friends. He is arrested and subjected to worse 
torture than his fellow-prisoners. 

There is at the moment some uncertainty as to the 
fate of several scenes showing the persecution of Jews. 
From what I have heard they are exceedingly sympa- 
thetic in treatment and well conceived. Certain Jewish 
executives in Wardour Street, however, feel very strongly 
that these scenes should be cut out. They want to keep 
the Jewish angle well in the background. 

it will be interesting to see the reaction of audiences 
to this serious-minded film. The Boulting brothers have, 
however, the success of other thought-provoking films 
to their credit. It was they who made “ Trunk Crime” 
and “ Consider Your Verdict.” 

News Reels and Censorship 

The News Reel Association has agreed with the 
request of Sir Kenneth Clark, Director of Film Publicity 
of the Ministry of Information, that he should see each 
issue of the News Reel before it is shown to the 
public. Sir Kenneth has expressed his desire to give 
full assistance to News Reel companies. His object 
is to help them to obtain betier pictures of the nation’s 
war efforts. There is no censorship implied. 

Yiddish Talkies 

Among new Yiddish talkies now showing in America 
are “ Mirele Efros”™ (from Jacob Gordin’s play), with 
Bertha Gerstein and Michel Rosenberg: Sholem 
Aleichem’s “ Tevya.” with Maurice Schwarz; and “ Kol

it is to be hoped that this picture will not find its way 
abroad as an example of our propaganda effort. The idea 
of illustrating the history of British naval power by the 
photographing of world-famous naval paintings in techni- 
color, by extensive use of grades of shots from close- 
ups to long shots, by panoramas and mixing shots, by 
fade-oults and ins, etc.,. may have seemed ingenious to its 
originator, but it just Is not cinem,. 

The effect of dialogue (Drake on the Hoe, Nelson on the 
deck of the Victory, and so on) superimposed on “ stills ” 
is. poor, and an obviously pasteboard lion in one 
shot is no testimony to Britain’s might. Nor is Technicolor 
ready yet to deal with Turneresque colours. 

Most to be criticised of all 1s the musical accompaniment. 
Chaikovsky and Wagner are the obvious choices for all 
such films, but to have climaxes of England's greatness 
emphasised by the “Pathetic” Symphony or “ Ring” 
music suggests that the Bachelor of Music responsible does 
not know the music of Vaughan Williams, Bax. Holst, and 
Elear, all of whom could have been drawn on with great 
effect. But stay: Elgar was represented, by the inevitable 
“Land of Hope and Glory.” | 


“DUST BE MY DESTUNY “—Warner Cert.) 

An overgrown dead-end kid, John Garfield, stars with 
Priscilla Lane in this picture of derelict American youth 
trying to run out of the reach of the long arm of the law. 
The theme is one that could have been elaborated to make 
a really good sociological film: the hopeless case of those 
who are “ nobodies,” who have no wealth or social position 
to come to their aid when they fall foul of the authorities. 

Unfortunately, however, the film is a hotch-potch of good 
and bad. The first part is the worst, with some extra- 
ordinarily unconvincing love-making. The second part, 
however, brightens up considerably, and as the intensity 
of the situations increases so Garfield and Priscilla Lane 
find their acting feet.
